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BERLIN, March 22.—In harmony with the 
“Emperor Wiliiams’s proverbial good fortune in 
the matter of weather, the morning of the pres- 
ent eventful day opened auspiciousiy—bright 
with glorious sunshine. Berlin, however, 
Was not destined to enjoy a whole day 
of Kaiser Wetter. Rain began falling 
some hours later in spite of this 
being his Majesty’s ninétieth birthday. Not- 
withstanding the fact that he had not retired to 
"4 rest till after midnight the Emperor rose at 8 

o'clock, in accordance with his custom. The 
first to congratulate his Majesty were his two 
- faithtul valets. After them cawe the rest of the 
personal servants of the royal household. In re- 
ply to the congratulations of Engel, the Ward- 
robe Keeper, the Emperor remarked: “It has 
been God’s will that I should live to see this 
day. It wasafavor I could scarcely hope for, 
but if it be God’s will I may perhaps even live 
to see one more birthday.” The royal servants 
each received as keepsakes from his Majesty a 
gmall medal, with an inscription and the dates 
“1797, 22d March, 1887.” 

After further felicitations from the royal 
4 household the Empress appeared about 9:30, 
y and, after affectionately congratulating her hus- 
band, conducted him to aroomin which he found 
fisplayed a legion of birthday presents. The 
entire palace had been transformed into a flower 
’ farden, the sweetest spring flowers, and the 
4 vhoicest exotics spread perfume in every apart- 
‘ ment, anda profusion of bloom decorated almost 

every article of furniture. In every story the 

windows were filled with bouquets. The palace 
could not hold the immense number of floral 
offerings coming from all parts of the empire. 

Space would fail to mention more than one ortwo 

names from the host of senders. The Duchess of 

Ujest sent several bouquets of the costliest de- 

ScTiption, including roses of an extraordinarily 

brown hue. The Countess of Shuvaloff, the Rus- 

sian Ambassador’s wife, sent a mass of violets 
and yellow roses reposing in a shipshaped ves- 
sel. The Countess of Hohenau sent a bouquet 
of light red roses; the Countess of Solms, in the 
, name ofthe ladies of the Patriotic Society, a 
é basket of unique Captain Christi roses. 
4 Of the birthday gifts from members of the im- 
3 perial family, I may mention that the Empress’s 
presents were a scarf of the pattern of Freder- 
ick the Great, and a very rare bronze vase by 
Prof. Wolff. Prince and Princess William pre- 
sented a life-size water color picture of their eld- 
a est son. The Crown Prince and Princess 
of Sweden gave portraits of their two 

; children by thé Swedish painter Zorn. The 
2 gift of the Grand Duke and Duchess of Baden, 
EB the latter the Emperor’s only daughter, consist- 

ed of a large, beautifully finished clock of for- 

est workmanship, the gilded face being 
decorated with pottraits of the seven 
great-grandcbildren of the Emperor. From 
d the highest Court dignitaries his Majesty 
ie received a water color painting by Scarbina, 
BS representing the spectacie which the Emperor 
4 bnjoys every morning in Berlin standing at his 
7 favorite corner window when the guard is 
; mounted in the presence of crowds of cheering 
citizens. 

Throughout the various floors were baskets of 
fiowers of the choicest kind, chiefly gifts from 
the ladies of the Court. The Kaiser prefers 
floral tributes to any other description of pres- 
ent. Many came from distant parts—from Wies- 
baden, Homburg, Paris, &e. One very tasteful- 
ly arranged basket was sent by six little English 
girls from a school in Berlin, and attracted at- 
tention. The Christian names of the girls were 
written on cards, with the words “To the dear 
Emperor,” adding the following wish: “Please 
make your people be kind to the poor horses 
that drag bricks about.” A pair of magnificent 
buffalo horns fnounted on marble arrived from 
England. A charming group in terra cotta 
by Eugen Blot came from Paris. It repre- 
Bents a grandpapa’s birthday. A cornflower 
plant in bloom, that has been reared this Winter 
in a room, was sent from Silesia. Princess Kot- 
zvebue brought a glass 200 years old and a 
figure mounted on lapis lazuli, with an illumi- 
nated cover, The Society of German Architects 
and Engineers gave a large centrepiece of 
carved Wood... “os 

Oné poor’ woman left at! the door of the 
valace this/morning a small bunch of flowers 
with a petition praying that his Majesty would 
pardon her husband, who isin prison. This was 
laid on the table in a position to attract the 
Kaiser's attention. In honor of the day the 

, Grenadier cap of Frederick the Great’s pat- 
teri, which the Kaiser received with 
big uniform on Jan. 1, 1807, and wore 
asa Lieutenant was placed on one of the ta- 
bles. It is now in the keeping of the First Rest- 
ment of Foot Guards and was one of the first 
Opjects on which the Emperor's eye fell this 
morning. 


“Outside thé palace the monument of Frederick 
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the Great was beautifully adorned with 
evergreens and choice flowers from the 
hothouse of the British Consul. The 





Bleichroder statue was surrounded by dense 
crowds from an early hour anxious to 
‘witness events at the chief centre of interest. 
First among these was the procession of stu- 
dents on horseback andin carriages which was 
fixed forthe early hour of 10 o’clock. After 
breakfasting with the Empress his Majesty made 
his appearance, eliciting a prolonged out- 
burst of enthusiastic cheering. The students’ 
vortége comprised 250 carriages, but the 
horsemen did not number over 80. The students 
appeared with a gay display of bannersin their 
well known picturesque costumés of bright-col- 
ored embroidered caps and wide tri-color ribbons 
of black, red, and gold across their breasts. The 
cavalcade formed an interesting spectacle, 
though more calculated to impress foreigners 
than natives. 

After the Emperor himself, great centres of in- 
terest have been the foreign Princes who came 
to represent the various thrones of Europe. 
And first the Prince of Wales, who, de- 
Bpite Bismarck’s sneer that “he is the 
only Crown Prince of Europe whom one 
doesn’t occasionally meet on the field of 
battle,” wears his uniform as Colonel of 
the Prussian regiment of Hussars of Pom- 
erania—the famous Regiment No. 5, or 
**Biiicher’s Hussars’—as if he had served half 
his life in it. The Prince is not happy in com- 
ing to celebrate a case of longevity, for he him- 
Belf is not well preserved for his years, and 
already at 46, with his fat face, dull eyes, and 
bald head, looks older than his brother-in-law, 
the Crown Prince of Germany, who is really 10 
years his senior. He looks aweary of the féte, 
as indeed he is weary of all thinga, most of all of 
Waiting to be King of England. 

You get no such idea of blasé fatigue in look- 
ing at the German Crown Prince, who stands 
stalwart and erect, his grayish-blonde beard fall- 
ing over his capacious, decorated chest. Instead 
yon feel him to be the worthy son of such a sire 
a8 this—a Hohenzollern from crown to sole, 
toad to rule well whan hig time comes, but 
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incapable of wishing to mount the throne a 
day before. A soldier through and through, 
but a thinker and gentleman also—probably 
the pick of the whole assemblage. He wears 
his Field Marshal’s uniform. 

His two sons, William and Henry, are marked- 
ly handsome young Princes, and just as dis- 
tinctly North German. The elder, who will 
some day be Emperor of Germany, if he and the 
empire last, is the taller of the two, and wears 
the uniform of the Hussars of the Guard. He 
has a firm, clear-cut face, with a finely chiseled 
aquiline nose, small yellow mustache, sharp 
gray-blue eyes, and a resolute chin. Looking at 
him you can believe the stories that he is tar 
more of a Tory-absolutist than his father, and is 
the finest flower of that rising German genera- 
tion which has been reared on blood and iron. 
His brother Henry, cast in a softer mold, wears 
the blue of a naval officer. 

The other heir to an empire, which once was 
also German and now is as polyglot as New- 
York City itself, is a less striking figure, per- 
haps, but not a less interesting one. Archduke 
Rudolph, Crown Prince of Austria-Hungary, is 
a year older than William of Prussia, but looks 
five years his senior, owing to his beard and the 
more irregular contour of his face. Itis a good 
face in the sense that the other’s is handsome— 
the face of a serious, sensible young man who 
lacks the sort of pride which makes Tory-abso- 
lutists, but has that better pride which impels a 
man tu study, reflect, and labor unceasingly to 
be worthy of the part he hasto play. Rudolph, 
who in fact as well as by his name is perhaps to 
recail the glories of the founder of the Haps- 
burgs, greets the Kaiser, on behalf of his father, 
in the Uhlan uniform of the regiment of which 
he is honorary Colonel—the same uniform which 
cost poor Alfonso of Spain public insult in Paris. 

Another Crown Prince who, like Archduke Ru- 
dolph, comes to salute the sovereign whom as a 
boy he remembers to have been the conquering 
enemy of his country is this heavy bearded, 
blonde soldier, stdlwart in frame but mild of 
face—Prince Frederick of Denmark.. He is nota 
familiar figure in Berlin, I am told, first because 
the Danes have not forgiven as easily as the 
Austrians did, and again because his mother is a 
daughter of that Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel who 
died of a broken heart the year after Prussia 
seized his domain. The Danish Prince, almost 
alone among the notables of the earth present, is 
not the possessor of a German uniform. Besides 
that of his own army, in which he is a General, 
he could wear the dress of a Swedish or Nor- 
wegian General, or of the Colonel of the Soumy 
Hussars of Russia—and which of the four it is 
that he does wear I don’t know. 

King Charles of Roumania, who went down to 
the Balkans 21 years ago from the home of the 
Catholic branch of Hohenzollerns a slender, 
dark-faced youth, with aslight mustache and the 
uniform of a Prussian Lieutenant, returns now a 
stocky, burly man nearing the fifties, with a face 
not unlike that of the Prince of Wales, and with 
heavier brown beard. He wears the uniform of 
a Colonel of Hanoverian Dragoons, and bears 
himself proudly and well. 

Near him is a tall, bearded, handsome, elderly 
man, who was fighting Russia’s battles in Asia 
atthe time when the valor of King Charles’s 
Roumanian troops saved Russia’s cause at Plev- 
na—the Grand Duke Michael. His large eyes 
have that look of ineffable melancholy which be- 
longed to all the sons of old Nicholas, with none 
of the flashes of cruelty one sees now and again 
in the glance of his brothers Constantine and 
Nicholas or his nephews Vladimir and Sergius. 
The Czar himself would have come, it is said, if 
Francis Joseph of Austria had come. But there 
were obvious State reasons why the ruler of 
Hungary should not just now meet, even formal- 
ly, the oppressor of Buigaria, and so the Czar'’s 
uncle comes instead. He wears the garb of a 
Colonel of Silesian Hussars. One would have 
liked better to view him in the noble uniform, of 
the Caucasus—astrakhan cap and all—which he 
wears at his home in Tiflis. 


His nephew, the Grand Duke Vladimir, the 
Czar’s oldest brother, is beside him in a Colonel’s 
uniform of Thuringian Hussars. He is a strik- 
ingly handsome man, of the dark, Tartaric order, 
just 40 years of age, (his uncle Michaelis 55,) and 
a perfect type of what boarding school misses 
would hold to be “a grand Prince.” It is inter- 
esting to see ths two men together, for whereas 
Michael is said to be the good genius of the Czar’s 
administration, working as President of the 
Council of State in the interest of honesty, re- 
form, and peace, rumor ascribes to dark, haughty 
Viadimir an entirely opposite influence. 

Less soldierly looking than most of the others, 
With an easy-going carriage which does not fit 
his stiff dress as a Colonel of Hanoverian 
Dragoons, and an affable countenance which 
melts readily into smiles, is the brother of the 
King of the Belgians, Philippe, Countof Flan- 
ders. The stripiing of 18 by his side, a fair, 
thoughtful youth, is his elder son, Prince Bau- 
douin, who is destined to be King of the Belgians 
in his day, if the Germans and French leave any 
Belgium on the map till that time. 

Of German sovereigns and Princes there are 
such a swarm as defies enumeration. The Prince 
Regent of Bavaria, a stout, white-haired old 
noble of 65, in a Field Marshal-General’s uni- 
form, comes again to further cement the close 
relations that have sprung up between Munich 
and Berlin since poor Louis’s suicide last June. 
It is very well understood here in this notable 
throng, as well as throughout Germany, that 
the farce of keeping Otto’s royal title up will soon 
be given over, and that the uncle will reign as 
King Luitpold instead. 

King Albert of Saxony, who as a Prince and 
commander attracted some notice in the Franco- 
German war, but who, since he succeeded his 
father as King in 1873, has absolutely never 
been heard of, also wears the uniform of Field 
Marshal-General, and wears it well. He isa tall 
man, with a pleasant though not strong face 
and a full beard, plentifully streaked, like his 
hair, with gray. He is a childless man, like 
Charles of Roumania, and curiously enough the 
two do not look unlike. 

Grand Duke Frederick of Baden, in his uni- 
form of a Prussian Cavalry General, is one of 
the notable figures of tlie inner group, so far as 
stature and presence go. He belongs to this 
inner circle, and has done so for over 30 years, 
by right of his having married the only daugh- 
ter of the aged Kaiser, It was by no means a 
popular marriage in Baden then, for Prince 
William of Prussia was known bitterly in those 
days asthe “Cartridge Prince,” from the ruth- 
less way in which he suppressed the Baden 
revolution of 1849. But the “ Cartridge 
Prince” has been forgotten years ago in the new 
glories of King and Kaiser, and the Grand Duke 
looxs the contented ruler of a contented people. 





Dispatch to the Associated Press, 

The municipal procession was preceded by 
heralds and marshals bearing the town banner, 
the whole body of the evangelical clergy, the 
chief civil and military authorities, represent- 
atives of German science, art, and commerce, 
the directors of the Gymnasia, and the burgesses 
and communal officers, in all over2,000 persons. 
The procession was accompanied by several 
bands which played marches alternately with 
chorals by trumpeters. The procession went 
in state from the Town Hall to attend the 
commemorative religious service in the 
Church of 8t. Nicholas. The clergymen were 
all robed, and the officials wore their uniforms 
and regalia... When the procession entered the 
church the organ played a prelude. This was 
followed by the singing of the **Salvum fac 
Regem,’” and the chanting of the Ambrosian 
Hymn. . The festival sermon was preached by 
Provost Bruechner. 

At noon a royal salute of 101 guns was fired 
from the koenigsplatz. Prince Bismarck and 
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Marshal von Moltke went to pay their congratu- 
lations to the Emperor at 1 o’clock. They were 
enthusiastically cheered all along the route on 
their way to and from the palace. 

A rainstorm which set in at 3 o’clock and 
lasted until 6 had scarcely any effect upon the 
crowds of enthusiastic Germans who thronged 
the streets. The illuminations to-night through- 
out the city are superb. An especially striking 
feature is the picture 100 yards long and 20 
yards wide, in front of the Academy of Arts, 
depicting events in the Emperor's life. Prince 
Bismarck and Gen. von Moltke say that they 
have received a wonderful reward for their 
services, the character of which is as yet un- 
known to them. All the Secretaries of Depart- 
ments were decorated by the Emperor. In re- 
ceiving the household deputation, the Emperor 
said: “Ihave reached this age by the grace of 
God, and if the Lord helps me and wants me to, 
I may live to see another year.” 

Emperor William conferred the decoration of 
the Grand Cross of the Red Eagle upon Min- 
isters von Puttkamer, Lucius, and von Boet- 
ticher, the Grand Cross of the Hohenzollern 
Family order upon Ministers von Gossler, yon 
Scholz, and von Schellendorf, and Gen. Albedyll, 
the First Class of the Red Cross upon Gen. von 
Caprivi and Count Nesselrode, and the Star of 
the Red Eagle of the Second Class upon Count 
Herbert Bismarck. Gen. Katze was appointed 
Grand Huntsman and Count Pueckler Chief Cup- 
bearer. 


At the afternoon reception the Emperor, after 
receiving the congratulations of the royal fami- 
ly and the princely guests, with the Empress by 
his side and surrounded py the full court, for- 
mally announced the betrothal of Prince Henry, 
the second son of Crown Prince Frederick Will- 
iam, to the Princess Irene of Hesse. The young 
couple were afterward heartily congratulated by 
all the illustrious company. A family dinner 
followed at 4 o’clock at the palace of the Crown 
Prince. The Emperor and the Empress were 
driven from the imperial palace to the Crown 
Prince’s palace in a closed carriage, as rain was 
falling. They were greeted with uninterrupted 
cheers along the way. 

Although rain has fallen at intervals to-night 
it has in no way interfered with the public re- 
joicings. The people have been en (féte 
since early morning. Even by 10 o’clock 
the great squares in front of the 
imperial palace, the university, the 
opera house and the Crown Prince’s residence 
were densely packed. The Emperor first showed 
himself at the window at 11  o’clock. 
He was dressed in parade uniform, with 
broad silver epaulettes and scarlet facings, 
and looked exceedingly well, standing firm and 
erect, and repeatedly waiving vigorous salutes 
to the crowd. He came to the window often 


during the day. The greatest outburst 
of enthusiasm occurred when, after 
the arrival of Prince Bismarck and 
Gen. von Moltke, all three appeared, the 


Emperor in the centre, with Bismarck on his 
right and von Moltke on his left. The crowd re- 


; mained in front of the palace, notwithstanding 


the rain, until after the Emperor had departed 
for the Crowa Prince’s palace. 

To-night Berlin 1s like a city of fire. The 
steeples and domes shine with brilliancy. The 
electric light is the groundwork of the illumina- 
tion, three rose-colored lights radiating from 
the lofty avenues in the centre of the city, 
where the palaces are situated, to remote streets. 
From the roofs of houses Bengal fires are every- 
where sending forth soft, glowing flames. In the 
Leipziger Platz, Unterden Linden, and all the 
large streets every house contributes to the gen- 
eral effect. Crowns, stars, and eagles are in 
rich profusion, and numerous colossal busts of 
the Emperor, surrounded with exotic plants, are 
displayed. The electric light on the square 
tower of the Town Hall emits a ruddy glare. On 
the Brandenburg Gate are immense caul- 
drons, from which flames are bursting forth 
every moment. The colossal arches at the Pots- 
dam station are iUluminated with eagles, stars, 
and crowns, and the whole pbullding is encircled 
with blazing pitch fires. Amid all this glow and 
light 500,000. persons moved in perfect order. 

After dinner the Emperor and Empress and 
Crown Prince Frederick William and his wife 
returned to the palace and attended a soirée in 
the White Hall of the royal castle. The hall was 
divided into two sections, one for the stage and the 
other for the guests. The two front rows of 
seats were reserved for Princes of imperial 
and royal blood. In front of these were 
placed three arm-chairs for the Emperor 
and the Queens of Saxony and  Rou- 
mania. The Emperor, however, refused to 
occupy the conspicuous position selected for 
him, and seated himself in a row with the 
other members of royalty. At 9 o’clock 
the Empress entered the hall on the 
arm of her grandson, Prince William, walking 
with the aid of a cane. She looks much older 
and more feeble than the Emperor. She wore 
a pale green dress trimmed with lace, and wore 
diamonds in her hair. 

When all the guests had assembled the per- 
formance began with tableaux vivants repre- 
senting Charles V. in Augsburg. A duet 
from the opera of ‘“Tannhiuser”’  fol- 
lowed, which was sung by Herr Niemann 
and Frau Hoffmeister. A quartet from Verdi’s 
“Don Carlos’ was rendered by Friuleins 
Renard and Pattini, Frau Artol and Herr Padilla, 
after which was presented a scene from *‘ Don 
Juan.” 

During the interval between the first and 
second parts of the entertainment the Emperor 
walked about and exchanged greetings with 
his guests, conversing with the Prince of Wales 
and Princesses Christian and Irene. Passing 
between the rows of seats he shook hands with 
the Ambassadors and their wives, saying afew 
words to a number of the diplomats. The 
Grand Duchess Vladimir wore a costume of pink 
satin with sable trimming, and a tiara of dia- 
monds and a stomacher of emeralds and dia- 
monds. The Crown Princess was attired in a 
dress of silver-gray material and wore a parure 
of diamonds and rubies. 

After the performance the company adjourned 


} to the supper rooms, of which there were four, 


the members of royalty occupying one, the 
diplomats another, and the suites of foreign 
Princes the two remaining. The Emperor re- 
tired to rest before midnight, but the guests re- 
mained at the festive board till night became 
morning. 

At1l1o’clock the rain ceased and the people 
turned out in greater numbers than ever. At 
this hour (midnight) the streets are full. The 
whole day passed most satisfactorily. Not a 
single accident is reported. The latest news 
from the palace is that, notwithstanding his 
great exertions, the Emperor continues in com- 
plete good health and spirits, and shows little 
trace of fatigue. 

The Staats Anzeiger pubiishes the following 
official report of the Emperor’s reply to the 
students last night: ‘Convey to your comrades 
my thanks for this demonstration, which has 
afforded me such great gratification. It has 
given me great pleasure to hear the views 


prevalent in the universities, which so 
greatly contributed to the joyful issue of 
the last elections. The dissolution of 


the Reichstag was a difficult and disagreeable 
step to take, but the new elections, which have 
justified it, and which have given great pleasure, 
were largely due to the influence of the universi- 
ties of Northern and Southern Germany and to 
the spirit animating your ranks. In these facts 
I see a guarantee for the future. I hopeyou will 
remain true to such views throughout your later 
careers.” 

Prince Bismarck has assured the Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria-Hungary, who is here repre- 
senting his father at the Emperor’s birthday cele- 
bration, that Germany’s foreign policyis pacific,

QUEBEC, March 22.—This city is all ex- 
citement to-night over a dastardly attempt to 
While the French portion

in Jeffrey Hale School Hall to-night some 
person threw a bomb into the hall 
through a broken window pane. The 
bomb exploded almost immediately and 


completely wrecked the front of the building. 
The first meeting had just closed, and what is 
known as a prayer meeting was in progress when 
the explosion occurred. Outside the staff only 
a few persons were present at jthe time. No one 
was killed, but two or three persons were seri- 
ously injured. The force of the explosion sent 
broken glass and débris a distance of 40 
feet. The building was filled with smoke and 
the gas was extinguished, leaving the place in 
utter darkness. The inmates were nearly fright- 
ened to death. Women screamed and fainted 
and men rushed to and fro in the greatest excite- 
ment, unable to realize what had occurred. 
The explosion caused persons two blocks 
away to rush from their houses, imagining 
an earthquake had occurred. It seems mirac- 
ulous that the inmates of the hall were not 
killed. The persons who concocted and carried 
out the plot are believed to be some young men 
belonging to a high class of society who made 
themselves very conspicuous in the riots waged 
against the members of the army when they 
first arrived here.

WASHINGTON, March 22.— President 

Cleveland this afternoon appointed the follow- 


ing Board of Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sioners: 


THOMAS M. CooLey, of Michigan, for the term 
of six years. 


WILLIAM R. MorRISON, of lllinois, for the term 
of five years. 


AUGUSTUS SCHOONMAKER, of New-York, for 
the term of four years. 


ALDACE F. WALKER, of Vermont, for the term 
of three years. 


WALTER L. BRAGG, of Alabama, for the term 
of two years. 


The fact that Mr. Cooley’s name heads the list 
does not necessarily indicate that he will be 
Chairman of the commission, as it must elect 
its own Chairman. 

Thomas M. Covley was born in Attica, N. Y., 
Jan. 6,1824. His father was a Massachusetts 
farmer, who settled in Attica in 1804. 
His son received a fair academic education, 
and in 1842 left his father’s farm and 
began the study of law with Theron R. Strong, 
of Palmyra, afterward Supreme Court Judge in 
New-York. In 1843 he removed to Adrian, 
Mich., where he continued his legal studies until 
1846, when he was admitted to the Bar. He had 
supported himself meanwhile as deputy in the 
office of County Clerk and Register in Chancery. 
In these early years he manifested the same dis- 
tinguishing traits that have characterized all his 
life, and given to him the brilliant and remark- 
able success: that he has achieved. He wasa 
close and careful student, and quick, thorough, 
and methodical in all that hedid. He wasa 
member of several legal firms during the 
next 10 years, and there was scarce- 
ly @ case of importance in Lenawee Coun- 
ty in which he was not engaged. He 
speedily established for himself a high reputa- 
tion as a discriminating and able practitioner. 
In 1857 he was chosen by the Legislature 


to compile the laws of the State, which 
first brought him into’ general  no- 
tice. The work, which was a ilarge 


one,was skillfully and quickly done, demonstrat- 
ing his ability to turn off a large amount of 
labor in a remarkably short space of time. In 
the following year he was chosen reporter of the 
Supreme Court, an office which he held until 1864, 
when he was elected Justice of the Supreme 
Court, a place which he heid for 21 years with 
distinguished ability. In addition to the 
exacting duties of this office he filled 
a law Professorship in the University 
of Michigan and found time to write 
his well known work on “ Constitutional Limita- 
tions of Legislative Powers in the State,” a 
work which at once took its place as an author- 
ity in the legal literature of the country. He also 
edited an edition of Blackstone’s commentaries, 
published a treatise on the law of taxation, was 
a contributor to Appleton’s Cyclopedia, and has 
been a voluminous writer in the law maga- 
zines. These facts show what is the fact, 
that Judge Cooley is a prodigious worker 
Last Fall he was appointed Receiver of the Wa- 
bash system of railroads, a place which he still 
holds. Heis the author of several legal works, 
the best known of which is on “ Constitutional 
Limitations.” In politics he is a Republican., 
William R. Morrison, the second of the Commis- 
sioners, is anativeof Monroe County, DL, andisin 
the sixty-second year of his age. He was edu- 
cated in the common schools and at McKendree 
College in his native State; became a lawyer, and 
was subsequently Clerk of the Circuit Court. His 
first appearance in politics was as a member of 
the Illinois Legislature, in which he served five 
terms, during one of which he was Speaker of 
the lower house. He was then elected a mem- 
ber of the Thirty-eighth Congress, but served 
only one term, not being again returned 
until the beginning of the Forty-third Congress. 
He has been in Congress continudusly ever 
since, but at the election last Fall was defeated 
by Jehu Baker, a Republican. Mr. Morrison 
was the leader of the tariff reform Democrats in 
Congress, and was the author of the famous 
Morrison horizontal reduction Tariff bid. 


Augustus Schoonmaker was born in Ulster 
County, N. Y¥., in 1828, and is therefore 59 years 
old. Hebecame active in politics while still a 
minor, stumping his native county for Van 
Buren and Adams in 1848. During the two suc- 
ceeding years he wasa teacher in the district 
schools, and in 1851 was chosen Superintendent 
of Schools. Two years later he was admitted to 
the Bar and served as a law clerk in the office of 
Jacob Hardenburgh, at Kingston. He subse- 
quently formed a partnership with Harden- 
burgh which continued until 1872. In 1863 he 
was elected County Judge; in 1875 a member of 
the State Senate, and 1877 Attorney-General. 


Appeals Judge in 1881, but was defeated. In 
May, 1883, he was appointed by Gov. Cleveland 
a@ member of the State Civil Service Commission, 
an office which he stili holds. 


Col. Aldace F. Walker is a resident of Rutland, 
Vt., where he practices law. For many years he 
was a partner of Judge John Prout, the leading 
chancery. lawyer of Vermont, and the firm en- 
joyeda very large railroad practice. They were the 
counsel of the Delaware and Hudson, the Rut- 
land, and the Vermont and Canada Railroads. 
Col. Walker achieved his greatest fame as a 
lawyer by the fight which he made as 
counsel for the Vermont and Canada Rail- 
road against the Smith ring, which for 
many years ruled the State with a 
rod of iron. He defeated their attempt to swal- 
low the Vermont and Canada without paying its 
owners a cent for their property, and forced 
them to a compromise, the terms of which were 
exceedingly advantageous to his clients. Dur- 
ing the war he was the Lieutenant-Colonel of one 
of the Vermont regiments, and received a wound 
in the leg, on account of which he has since been 


lame. 1882 and 1884 he represented Rutland 
County in the State Senate as a Re- 
publican, to which party he has always 


belonged, and there led the political opposition 
to the Smith ring. He was the father of the 
2ailroad Comission bill which passed the Leg- 


islature in 1886, and of the corporation tax 
law, which was enacted in 1884, under 
which adequate taxes have been collected 
of the railroads in the State. It has gen- 
erally been conceded that he will succeed the 
Hon. John W. Stewart in Congress when 


that gentleman retires, after the customary six 
years of service, in 1888. Heis about 47 years 
old. A great friend and admirer of Senator Ed- 
munds, it is quite possible that that gentleman 
suggested him for the place. No appointment 
could possibly be more offensive to the Smalley- 
Atkins ring which controls the Democratic 
Party in Vermont, and always acts on State 
matters in close aliiance with the Smith ring on 
the Republican side. Col. Walker is a man of 
fearless and independent character, of original 
thought, and strong power of investigation. 
Walter L. Bragg was born in Alabama in 1838, 
but resided in Arkansas from 1843 until 1861. 
He was educated at Harvard University and 
Cambridge Law School, and practiced law in 
Arkansas for some years. At the close of 


the war he settled in Alabama, and 
was for some years the law  ovartner 
of Gen. Morgan. He has been a leading 


Democrat in that State for some years, and has 
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He was the Democratic candidate for Court of | 
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served as National Delegate, Presidential Elect- 
or and member of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. In 1881 he was made President of the 
Alabama State Railroad Commission, and served 
in that place four years,’ during which time 
many important questions arising between the 
railroads and their customers were satisfactorily 
adjusted. 4 

Cuicaco, March 22.—Ex-Judge Cooley 
has known for nearly six weeks that he would 
be a member of the Inter-State Commission. On 
Feb. 7 the President sat down and with his own 
hand wrote to Mr. Cooley a letter offering 
him an appointment and urging him 
earnestly to accept it. Mr. Cleveland said 
that he had received many letters and 
petitions asking the appointment of the distin- 
tinguished lawyer and he believed him tobe 
eminently fitted for the place. He further said 
that Judge Cooley might have his choice of 
either of the varying terms on the com- 
mission, and added that he knew the 
salary would not tempt him, but that he hoped 
the lawyer would consider his acceptance a 
public duty. To this lettér Judge Cooley re- 
plied, expressing his appreciation of the honor 
which the President had done him, and saying 
that he had no desire for a place on 
the commission. He recognized, however, 
the force of the arguments used by 
the President, and could not resist what 
Mr. Cleveland considered the call of duty. 
He therefore left the matter entirely in the 
President’s hands. This tacit acceptance of the 
office Judge Cooley has kept to himself, but the 
persistency with which his name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the commission pre- 
pared his friends for the appointment, and that 
he will quality as a member of the commission 
is not doubted. The appointment gives great 
satisfaction here.

DECIDING CLEARY’S FATE 





IN THR 
JURY'S HANDS. f 
MR. DOUGHERTY’S ELOQUENT PLEA If 
HIS BEHALF—AN IMPARTIAL CHARGY, 

BY JUDGE BARRETT. 


The future of ex-Alderman Cleary waé 
left in the jury’s hands last night. At1:450’cloch 
this morning, when Judge Barrett went home, 
the jury had been in consultation over twa 
hours, and were then locked up for the night. 

The defense finished its presentation of th¢ 
case in very short order yesterday, and then 
Daniel Dougherty, the prisoner’s counsel, made 
a plea for his client, which was looked upon as 2 
very able and eloquent address. Assistant Dis 
trict Attorney Nicoll’s summing up was suck 
that the Judge complimented him highly. Judge 
Barrett’s charge was very impartial, and af 
11:12 P. M. the case was given to the jury. 

Although the hours between 10 and 1 o’clock 
were occupied in the production of testimony 
by the defense there was little in it of impor 
tance. Cleary occupied the witness stand fo 
two hours, and, bn the whole, weakened his case 
Monday night he told of a “box” in which he 
was accustomed to keep money he did not care 
to deposit in savings banks. This box, he said, 
was in the Equitable Building, and everybody, 
Judge Barrett included, supposed that Cleary 
had a safedeposit box. Judge Barrett looked 
sharply at Cleary when the witness, in referring 
to his box, for the first time described it as a 
tin” box. 


“Why, [thought it was a safe,” said Judge 
Barrett, who questioned Cleary further, and dis- 


covered that Cleary kept this tin box in a trunk 
in his apartments. In this tin box, he said, he 
had kept money for 12 or more years. 

With the exception of Clerk Twomey, of the 
Board of Aldermen, ex-Alderman Charles H. 
Reilly was the only other witness produced b 
the defense. Cleary’sis the third case in whic 
Reilly has appeared asa witness. He testified 
on both of McQuade’s trials. He comports him- 
self like a veteran, and showed no emotion what- 
ever as he denied that he had ever attended a 
meeting of Aldermen at Fuligraff’s store or at 
McLoughlin’s house, but there was a twinge ot 
relief as well as of triumph in his voice as he tes- 
tified that Katie Metz had not identified him as 
pon of the 13 who had visited McLoughlin’s 

ouse. 

It was almost 1 o’clock when Mr. Shafer said 
the defense rested. The prosecution bad no fur- 
ther testimony to offer, and the jury and every 
one else connected with the case looked im- 
mensely relieved. Court was at once adjourned 
for an hour, with the understanding that at @ 
o’clock the defense would begin to sum up. 

Cleary’s final gy to the jury was made by 
Daniel Dougherty, of Philadelpbia. In Penn- 
sylvania Mr. Dougherty is known in every 
county of the State as the ‘“Silver-tongued. 
Great things were expected of him in his plea to 
the jury, and it was not generally known that 
his forced inactivity during the trial had been 
more tiring to his nervous organization than 
hard and persistent work would have been. For 
weeks he had been simply a listener, and when 
his coporients for appearing in a more grate- 
ful réle came, old campaigner as he is, he became 
nervous. He admitted it, too. and when a friend 
asked him how he felt not five minutes before he 
began his address, he said: *‘I don’t know how f 
feel, I’m sure.” 

Mr. Dougherty was in his chair long before ~ 
Judge Barrett resumed his seat upon the bench. 
He was particularly anxious that he should not 
be hampered for room while he was talking, and, 
when Mr. Shafer planked himself down in front 
of the jury the Pennsylvania orator at once re- 
quested ‘“‘dear old boy Shafer,” to sit some- 
where else. Cleary’s counsei disposed of them- 
selves around their table so they could look 
straight at the jury. 

At the end of this table sat Cleary. His young- 
est daughter, a girl of 8 years, sat on his knee, 
her,jleft arm thrown around his neck. At his 
right sat his boy, 11 years old, and immediately 
behind him was his oldest child, a modest and 
fine-looking girl. The court room looked mach 
as it had every day of the trial. The crowd 
was no larger, because stringent measures 
had been taken to keep on the outside the mob 
that applied for admission. District Attorney 
Martine occupied the witness stand while the 
case was summed up. Sheriff Grant sat in a 
retired corner, and manifested some surprise 
when Mr. Dougherty, in discussing bribery for 
the benefit of the jury, said be had been informed 
by an ex-Congressman that Sheriff Grant in his 
Mayoralty canvass had spent $65,000. Mr. 
Dougnerty capped this story with another to the 
effect that he understood Mayor Grace’s victory 
over Grant had cost him $100,000. These stories 
were apparently much relished by many of 
the officeholders who heard them, and some of 
the jury tried to get a look at the man who had 
spent $65,000 in order to become Mayor of New- 
York and had fallen short. 

Cleary was looking at the jury when a gray- 
haired, wild-eyed woman rushed toward his 
daughter—the older one—and attempted to kiss 
her. The girl drew back, saying, “I don’t know 

ou.” 

“You don’t know me!” exclaimed the woman, 
as if greatly surprised. 

Mr. Dougherty turned quickly toward the wom- 
anand said, with excited manner, butin low tones, 
“ Goaway, woman, goaway.” The woman Kissed 
Cleary’s children. Mr. Dougherty stood up and 
asked if no one would “put that woman out.” 
“She will spoil everything,” he added. As no 
one stirred he walked toward where the woman 
stood, and, taking her gently but firmly by the 
shoulder, pushed her out of theroom. Then he 
returned to his chair. ‘“‘No one Knows the 
woman,” he said. 

It wasavery quiet court room when Judge 
Barrett, inclining his head toward Mr. Dough- 
erty, said, ‘“‘ We will be glad tu hear you” The 
jury looked expectantly at Mr. Dougherty. The 

urymen had heard he was a notable orator. Se 
toa every one elsein the court room, and the 
Philadelphian found himself the centre of attrac- 
tion. He wiped his forehead with a white hand- 
kerchief, ran his fingers through the curly 
fringe of gray hair thal encircles his head, an¢ 
stood up. 

He bowed to Judge Barrett, turned to the jury, 
and hoped it would indulge him while he devor 
ed a few minutes to remarks of a personal char 
acter. His voice as he began his three hours 
effort was low and musical. Both hands grasped 
the back of a chair, which he had reversed, and 
on the seat he planted one knee. His manner 
was confidential as he explained the part he had 
been expected to playin the trial. He was un- 


been silent during the solemn proceedings they 
had so fatigued him that he hardly felt equal te 
fulfilling the high duty that had been imposed 
upon him. Though he had been treated on all 
sides with the greatest courtesy, yet he was, and 
felt he was, a stranger. He had lacked the pluck 
to become a citizen of New-York when prompted 
todo so yearsago. He implored the jucy to 
listen to him as if his words were the last he was 
to utter, and at this stage his manner was sol- 
emn enough to engender such an idea. 

His voice became stronger as he declared him- 
self an ardent advocate of trial by jury. He 
shoved the chair on which he had leaned to one 
side, so that he had a clear space in front of the 
jury box, and also in front of the bench. He 
spoke slowly and so distinctly that he could 
have been heard within a hundred yards as he 
said that Cleary’s case was an exception to the 
rule that a man is presumed to be innocent until 
he is found guilty. His manner became even 
more impressive as he detailed the difficulties 
experienced in obtaining 12 men who were will- 
ing to swear they could give ‘Neary a fair trial. 
He clasped his hands above his head and raising 

voice cried: 
his My God, gentlemen, this is awful; whyis it?” 

The jury fastened their eyes on him as he elo- 
quently portrayed the power of the press and 
called it “‘a power oumipotent.” Why had it 
not cried to the maddened crowd: “Silence. 
The high court of Justice is about to decide his 
fate; let Thomas Cieary have an impartial trial.” 

Bringing his right hand down with great force 
on the rail, and facing the audience and net the 
jury, he almost shouted as he denounced the 
persecution to which he claimed Cleary had 
been subjected. It was a violation of the rights 
of man and the Constitution, for the Constitu- 
tion of New-York State declared that the right 
of trial by jury should remain inviolate for- 
ever. He whirled from the jury te 
the court and from the latter to the crowd 
without the bar as he discussed the action of the 
press in its dealings with the Aldermen who 
gave the Broadway Road its franchise. In 
Claiming the attention of the crowd he fastened 
the attention of the jury upon him, and when he 
had clinched it he shook his long and slender 
right hand at each member and slowly 
said: “Let every map in the land have 
his prejudice, there are 12 men before 
me who dare have none.” He addressed the 
jurors as *‘the vicegerents of Almighty God, 
and claimed their attention while he proved that 
his client should leave the courtroom an injured 
and an honest man. Fifteen minutes were de- 
voted to an explanation of the jury’s duty in the 
case, and more than once Mr. Dougherty took 
care to remind it that it was “sovereign and un- 
disputed; alone ag ey to God for the faith- 
ful performance of its duty to this man. 

Bribery, said the speaker, is a crime committed 
by the rich upon the poor. He maintained that 
if was as old as the hills, almost. His client, ac- 
cording to the indictment, had been bribed; ba: 
made an agreement by which the city was to be 
aloser. Where was the agreement? It had not 
been shown that there was a written or verbat 

ment between Cleary and any one 
which Cleary received a bribe for his vote on the 
roadway franchise. To convict a wan on 
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pn implied neresment wonld be to smirch men 
pf the highest character. For instance, a few 
flays betore Gen. Grant was inaugurated Pres- 
jJdent, A. T. Stewart gave him $10,000, and not 
y days afterward Grant nominated Stewart 
for Secretary of the Treasury. =< nobody hinted 
hat Stewart had intended to bribe Grant or that 
Grant accepted the $10,000 asa bribe. Cleary 
was innocent according to the law’s presump- 
tion, and where was the evidence of his guilt. 
Tho speaker had been walking up and down 
the open space in front of the jury box. He 
paused at the table at which his colleagues sat 
and said: “Get the testimony of Fullgraff and 
D ” 


- Atthe mention of the well known names thera 
was a goneral stir. Expectation ran high, Full- 
ff and Duffy would be figuratively hung, 
awn, quartered, and burned. Some Perle 
must have been disappointed. Fullgraff and Duffy 
were referred to as ‘the lowest of the low and 
vilest of the vile,” but they were not hung fi A 
he heels, and flayed alive. The jury was i 
owever, to remember that Fullgraif had sworn 
before the Schnorer Club on Oct. 3, 1884, that 
he had not received any money for his vote on 
the ay Railroad franchise.

! Mr. Nicoll nodded, and seemed rather pleased 
to do so, for as it happened, Fullgraff did not get 
pi money until after the date mentioned. His 
rief conversation with Mr. Nicoll seemed to 
have excited the “‘silver-tongued.” He sudden- 
ly swung both hands above his head an 
stretched himself to his fullest height. He 
Jooked at the jury, but said not a word. His lips 


moved and his eyes glanced from juror to 
i r. Quick a a flash he romped 
his Mande and doubling his body until his head 


‘was on a level with Mr. Nicoll’s brown locks, 
almost shouted: “If I can’t answer every argu- 
ment —_ may advance in this case, let this man 
go behind the bars.” As he finished he was 
standing in front of Cleary, his hands extended 
over Cleary’s head, his eyes full of tears, and his 
voice heavy with sympathy as he glanced at 
Cleary’s children. 

Cleary’s boy bit his lips in his struggle 
to keep his tears back. His little sister 
cried quietly. Miss Cleary’s eyes were 
misty. Even the prosecutor, as e after- 

admitted, h a struggle to keep an 
unmoved composure. Eyes swifaming in tears 
were plentiful enough among the lay listeners. 
Several of the jurors turned around in their seats 
as if anxious to.escape notice. Two jurors who 
did not take this precaution cried openly: Sym- 
pathy for Cleary was at high-water mark. is 
chance of escape had never been better. 

In a moment all was changed. Tears gare 
way to smiles. Before the carefully traine 

uiver had Ieft his voice Mr. eg eds sud- 
denly asked where his glasses Were, then laugh- 
ingly said he had brought two pairs of glasses 
with him, as he was in the habit of dropping 
his glasses where they wouldn’t do the 
most He drove the sympathy out 
ef sight altogether by r lecting that 
he had almost forgotten Katie Metz. 
He changed his mindif he had determined to 
handle the girl without gloves. He simply ar- 
— that she might have been mistaken in ber 
dentity of Cleary. Cleverer people than she 
had made such mistakes. His old friend, Col. 
Forney, of Philadelphia, had once attempted to 
open @ Democratic meeting. He was mistaken 
for the speaker, and was considerably aston- 
ished to hear a voice call for ‘“‘Three cheers for 
Dan Dougherty.” 

There was a general guffah when the speaker 
jokingly referred to the manner in which some 
of the newspapers treated Ira Shafer, and how 
the latter swore vengeance in return. e 
ereated a storm of langhter by describing the 
difference there existed in the forms of openin 
court in England and in this country. He tol 
how the Lord Chief-Justice of England, in at- 
tending court, was preceded by a trumpeter, 
and his ermine robes were held up as he walked 
te his p on the bench. The scene was 
solemn. Here, when Judge Barrett was ready, 
to enter court, the crier hit his knuckles three 
times against the door and cried “‘ Hats off.” 
Then he told how he had been informed that 
Grant had spent $65,000 in paneer to reach 
the May ty, while his successful opponent, 
Mayor Grace, had expended $100,000. e 

Time slip away as Mr. Dougherty told his 
atories, and he suddenly discovered that his 
limit had expired. Each side was limited to 
three hours. Thongh he was well aware that his 
limit had expired Mr. Dougherty exhibited 
every symptom of surprise when Judge Barrett 
ealled his attention to the hour. He seemed 
more than surprised; he appeared shocked, 
and he made a most beseeching appeal to 
the court for an extension of time. He 
pleaded as if his life depended upon the 
result. His voice shook with emotion 
and his eyes were wet with,tears. His tearful 
flow of eloquence was hardly checked by Judge 
Barrett’s promise that he might occupy an ad- 
ditional 30 minutes in summing up. He was 80 
profuse in his thanks that the court felt.con- 
strained to tell Mr. Dougherty that he could 
take more than half an hourif he neededit. But 
he apparently did not need so much time, for he 
only consumed 15 minutes of the extension that 

been granted to him, and closed his address 
with an imploring and tearful plea for Cleary’s 
acquittal : 

He was physically exhausted and trembled as 
he satdown. There was a burst of applause from 
the spectators. It was quickly suppressed. The 
p took a recess of 15 minutes. Then Assist- 
ant District Attorney DeLancéy Nicoll began the 
closing address for the prosecution. Mr. Nicoll 
told the jury he simply intended to make a plain 
statement of fact. Like his learned opponent he 
felt tired. He had opened the case for the prose- 
eution. Hehad examined witnesses. He had read 
documents and frem the books for houts. He 
Was not, accordingly, in very good trim. 
Col.. Fellows was to have closed the 
case. He was taken sick. The advisability of 
securing prominent outside counsel was dis- 
cussed. It was known in the District Attorney’s 
office that much talent had been secured by the 
defendant. Yet Mr. Martine and his associates 
did not care to engage outside counsel, and it 
was decided that the office should do all the 
work. Besides it was felt by Mr. Martine and 
by himself that the Se he ee —— nothing 
more than a plain. straightforward review of the 
facts. If Cleary could not be convicted on the 
i he could not or should not be convicted at 


Mr. Nicoll proceeded to make what he consid- 
ered a plain statement of fact. He began at the 
beginning, and, in spite of frequent Interrup- 
tions by Mr. Shafer, told the story of McQuade’s 
connection with the Broadway Railroad fran- 
chise swindle. Not only that, but he showed the 
difference in the stories of those witnesses who 
testified in behalf of Jaehne, McQuade, or O’Neil, 
or who also testified for Cleary. He asked the 
jury to remember that Lon Fox and William 
©Oowley, who gavelevidence in the McQuade 
case, did not appear in this. He was at all times 
dispassionate except when he referred, near the 
finish, to the manneérin which Ira Shafer, of the 
defendant’s counsel, had conducted himself. 
Then he stared at Mr. Shafer and his face 
flushed as he looked at the man “ who had split 
the air with his vaporings.” He thanked the 
jury for the attention it had given the case and 
closed at 9:30, having spoken for three hours. 

Before beginning his charge Judge Barrett 
said he had been given 79 propositions of law 
by the defense. Toanswerthem would occupy 
three hours. He had read them carefully, had 
instructed his mind, and would be able to cover 
nearly all of them in his charge. He thought 
it odd that many of the propositions were similar 
in every respect. He referred pleasantly to Mr. 

Dougherty. and paid Mr. Nicoll a high compli- 
ment for the able, fair, and straightforward 
manner in which he had conducted the prosecu- 
tion. Hecomplimented thejury uponits patience, 
and then plunged into more serious work. 

He trusted that Mr. Dougherty did not speak 
advisedly when he said bribery was rampant in 
the land. The people had made bribery a crime 
against the majesty of the State. In cases of 
bribery there was no private complainant. The 
complainant was the people. How easy forsuch 
acrime to drop out of sight. So the Constitu- 
tion direeted the District Attorney to act. There 
was no incentive for the private person to com- 
plain against any one, for the organie law com- 
Pelled the District Attorney to act, andif he 
failed to do his duty if was the duty of the Gov- 
ernor to remove him. 


“T think shige d say,” the Judge continued, 
“that the idea of a great popular clamor which 
demands the conviction of any innocent man has 
been greatly exaggerated. There may be a 
clamor that no guilty man should escape. The jury 
should not be moved by sympathy for or against, 
as it should not be moved by clamor. In the 
weighing of evidence sympathy has no place. 
“The defendant is not charged with the receipt 
of any money. The question is whether there 
Was a corrupt agreement or understanding be- 
tween Cleary and others. Suppose the reagan | 
were placedin the bands of a third person an 
the latter kept it, Cleary would be not less guilty 
than if he obtained the money. Has the agree- 
ment been proved beyond a reasonable doubt? 
Such an agreement need not be in writing, 
ae need it be preved by a witness who 


overheard two contracting parties. 
It may be proved by circumstantial 
evidence; it may be inferred from all 


the facts and circumstances. The briber and 
bribed may be in different localities. They need 
not meet, but their minds must meet. If the 
jury believe the ne eomges | of Fuligraff and Dutly 
regarding the meetings of the 13 Aldermen, and 
ifatone of those meetings one authorized to 
speak for the briber made a corrupt offer and 
such offer was accepted the jury may judge 
whether or not an agreement was made, even if 
the defendent, though present at such meeting, 
did not signify assent or dissent.

The de- 
fendant denies that he attended meetings at 
which a corrupt agreement was informally rati- 
fied. He has proved a good character. He pro- 
duced Mrs. McLoughlin’s testhmony. He claims 
that he was always in favor of a railroad on 
Broadway, and that his constituents favored it.” 

In closing Judge Barrett said: ‘ You have 
had clear explanation of the law. You are the 
sole judges of the facts. He has been well pro- 
tected. One of the most extraordinary appeals 
TY ever listened to was made in his behalf. ft 
was said that the only fear entertained by tho 
gentleman who made the appeal was that ho 
feared you had not the courage to acquit. 
Our relations are such as will not 
allow me to flatter you. I never made 
a more profound effort to secure a fair jury. If 
I were an innocent man T know of no 12 men in 
whose hands I would feel safer. If I were guilty 
I would feel that my position was very insecure, 
You have the courage to do your duty as I haye. 
The case isin your hands. [ have only to say 
thatif you find the defendant guilty you will 

ay ‘Guilty as charged in the first count of tho 
indictment.’ ” 

The jury was about to leave the box when Mr. 
Shafer rose with a copy of his 79 propositions in 
his hands, and he read them all. Whether or not 
Judge Barrett charged or refused to charge the 
jury as stated in the propositions, Mr. Shafer 
generally took an exception. Judge Barrett 
inaintained his composure and good nature to 
the last. ‘ 

Judge Barrett refused to charge the jury that 
the District Attorney had _ no ate to promise 
immunity to Fullgraff and Duffy. Mr. Shafer 
also took exceptions to various parts of the 
court’s charge; in fach he took 50 many excep- 
tions that even Cleary began to yawn. Judge 
Barrett occupied an hour and eight minntes in 
charging the jury. Mr. Shafer consumed 383 
ee in taking exceptions to Judge Barrett's 
charge. ; 

The jury was about to make another move 
when Juror Allen reached forward and asked 
Judge Barrett whether, if the Phat believed any 
part of the testimony of Dw or Fullgraff, it 
would be necessary to accept and consider it, no 
matter how distasteful the men were. Ira Shafer 
listened attentively to Allen and also to Judge 
Barrett when the latter answered Allen in the 
affirmative. The jury retired at 11:12 o’clock. 

The jury had no sooner left the court room 
than the crowd dissolved. It followed in the 
wake of the jury, but as soon as the door closed 
upon the latter it straggled through the corri- 
dors aimlessly. In 10 minutes 75 per cent. 
of the number who had listened to 
Judge Barrett’s charge was homeward bound, 
The rest resolved to remain until the jury 
returned with a verdict or was locked up for the 
night. The general opinion was that no verdict 
would be returned before to-day, and this was 
evidently shared by Judge Barrett. He said he 
would wait until 1 o’clock this morning, and 
that if the jury had not agreed upon a verdict 
by that time he would order that it be locked up 
for the night. 

With the exception of Cleary’s counsel all who 
heard Judge Barrett’s charge seemed to consider 
it perfectly fair and dispassionate to a marked 
degree. Always careful in charging a jury, 
Judge Barrett evidently tried in this case 
to leave no loophole for an unfavorable 
criticism. He was, of course, aware that Mr. 
Shafer would allow no opportunity of twisting 
it to his own advantage to escape, and before he 
made it got a taste of the medicine that Mr. 
Shafer had prepared in the shape of 79 proposi- 
tions upon which he was requested to charge, 
and upon most of which he was compelled, 
through his own good nature and excessive 


carefulness, to charge the jury _ twice. 
Upon one of these Mr. Shafer did not 
as. him to charge. Judge Barrett, 


however, had read it, and referred to it as “ most 
astute.” It was to the effect thatif the jury did 
not believe the testimony of Fullgraff and Dufty 
it must acquit. Judge Barrett said that went 
without saying, bas he eo sake some surprise 
that Mr. Shafer, after embodying it in his list of 
propositions, had failed to call the attention of 
the court to it. 

Considerable surprise was expressed that 
Judge Barrett was able to maintain his serenity 
under the irritating course pursued by Mr. 
Shafer, but it was patent that he was determined 
to allow nothing to interfere that would jeopard- 
ize the legality of the trial in any of its details. 

At 1:45 o’clock, no word coming from the jury 
room, the court adjourned for the night.

UNDER A CONSTABLE’S CHARGE 
IN HIS HOUSEH.: 
WARRANTS ACCUSING HIM OF FELONI- 
OUS ASSAULT AND ATTEMPTING SU- 

ICIDE—LOSING PUBLIC SYMPATHY. 

The general expectation of the community 

of Englewood, N. J., that the Rev. Charles Ward, 
Rector of the Episcopal church there, would be 
prosecuted for the shooting of his wife on the 
night of Feb. 22 last was realized yesterday 
when Constable Townsend wentto his house 
and served two warrants upon him, issued by 
Justice of the Peace George R. Dutton. One of 
them was for an assault upon Mrs. Ward with 
intent to kill her, and the other was for attempt- 
ing suicide. 

The constablo found Mr. Ward in bed, and, as 
he is not yet in condition to be moved and will 
probably be able to furnish bail, nothing was 
done beyond the service of the warrants and 
fixing the bail at $2,000. His friends could not 
be communicated with in time to obtain the 


necessary bondsmen yesterday, but it is 
expected to secure them to-day. He 
will be taken before the Justice for ex- 
amination as. soon as his condition will 


permit. At present he is quite weak, and suffers 
great painin the eyes, which is believed to be 
caused by the bullet, still imbedded in his head, 
Until bail is furnished, Constable Townsend will 
asamatter of form remain on guard at the 
rectory, although there is not the least danger 
of Mr. Ward escaping. He refused, last evening, 
to say anything about his case. 

The growth of the conviction in the minds of 
the inhabitants of Englewood that Mr. Ward, 
instead of shooting his delicate and diminutive 
wife in a fit of temporary insanity. shot her in 
cool brutality, has been slow but sure, and pub- 
lic sentiment, which at first was one of pity for 
his misfortunes, is now largely one of condem- 
nation of his tyranny ana cruelty. 

Mrs. Ward, whom he had shot through the 
jaw just before he attempted to kill himself, 
was well enough March 1 to be moved, and she 
left the rectory at Englewood and was taken to 
the house of her brother-in-law, Aaron J. Vander- 
peel, 1 West Sixteenth-street, in this city. The 

ollowing day Mr. Vanaerpoel made a statement 
authorized by her, which caused a great shock 
to Mr. Ward’s ee at Englewood, and 
made @ great change in soy sentiment there. 

Mr. Vanderpoel said that the shooting was the 
crowning actin a long period of brutal violence 
on the part of Mr. Ward to his wife; that he had 
treated her like a dog during the greater part of 
their married life; that he wasa man of ungov- 
ernable temper, although he seemed _ to 
be quite cool on the night of the shooting, since 
he called her out of bed at four different times 
before he fired, and informed her of his intention 
to kill her as though it were a perfectly natural 
proceeding on his part. Mr. Vanderpoe!l also in- 
timated that Mre. Ward might begin proceedings 
for a divorce on account of her husband’s treat- 
ment of her. 

Another thing helped to set people thinking 
that the insanity theory was baseless. As soon 
as Mr. Ward recovered consciousness after the 
shooting he asked: — 

“Do you think Mrs. Ward’s relatives will prose- 
cute me?” 

Then, a few minutes after, ‘‘How does Mrs. 
Ward feel toward me?” 

These questions, in conjunction with Mrs, 
Ward's statement of his treatment of her, caused 
the Englewood Protective Association to watch 
Mr. Ward, and he has been practically in the 
custody of that organization for the last three 
weeks. 

Mr. Ward is alarge, burly man, who weighs 
over 200 pounds; Mrs. Ward weighs about 100 
pounds. She is his fourth wife. 





ACCUSED OF FORGERY. 





A PHILADELPHIA FIRM’S PROPERTY AT- 
TACHED, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 22,—A good deal 
of excitement was caused in political and finan- 
cial circles to-day by the announcement that 
Keen, Bodine & Co., a prominent firm of Third- 
street bill brokers, had brought suit against John 
and James Hunter, print manufacturers, to re- 
cover a debt of $50,000 alleged to have been 
fraudulently contracted. The debt is not yet 
due, but under the Fraudulent Debtors 


act, under which the suit was brought, 
it becomes due at any time if fraud can be 
shown. Attachments were at once issued 
against all the personal property of John and 
James Hunter, and their accounts with the 
Keystone Bank, whose President, John Lucas, 
is John Hunter’s son-in-law, and with several 
firms, were garnisheed. 

John and James Hunter are brothers, are both 
over 60 years of age, have been prominent in 
business for many years, and have always been 
considered very wealthy. On Monday, April 4 
next,, John Hunter will retire from the 
office of Receiver of Taxes, an office that he 
has held for six years. He was first 
elected as a reformer, supported by the 
Democrats and Independent Republicans, 
but he was re-electe without —— 
the Republican candidate having withdrawn, 
leaving Hunter a clear field. He was renomi- 
nated by the reformerg and Democrats for still 
another term in January last, but he finally de- 
clined to be a candidate. Before he was a can- 
didate for Tax Receiver he was a member of 
Councils, and was distinguished as an aggressive 
reformer. 

The papers in the suit brought to-day were 
withheld from the public,so that during the 
afternoon all that was known was that the firm 
was charged with having contracted adebtfraud- 
ulently. The excitement was increased to-night 
when it was learned that it was charged 
that a part of John & James Hunter’s 
paper held by Keen, Bodine & Co. was 
This was believed by hardly 
any one until Keen, Bodine & Co, 
said that they had discovered that paper 
that the had taken from John & 
James Hunter, being a part. of the 
$50,000 sued for, bore the forged in- 
dorsement of James Long, President of the 
Union Trust pee: ane f This statement 
was afterward contirmed by Mr. Long, 
who has been a life-long personal and 
business friend of the Hunters, and 
was for a long time in the same business, manu- 
facturing prints. Mr. Long said ne did not 
know how much paper bearing his forged in- 
dorsement was out, 

James Hunter could not be found to-night. It 
was said that he had gone to New-York to seo 
the commission men who sell the goods of 
the firm. John Hunter was not at home, 
but THe TIMEs’s correspondent found him at the 
house of his son-in-law, John Lucas, at Wyn- 
wood, afew miles from the city. Mr. Hunter 
sent word to the correspondent that he did not 
know where he stood and had no statement to 
make at present. Later Samuel B. Huey, Mr. 
Hunter’s lawyer, who had been in consultation 
with him at Mr. Lucas’s house, said: ‘I am 
authorized by John Hunter to say that for the 
last eight years he has paid no attention to the 
business of the firm. He left his money 
and name in the firm, but has had 
nothing whatever to do with the business. He 
does not know how much of the firm's paper is 


out, except that he knows’ that the 
Keystone Bank has $15,000 worth, 
John Hunter has heard rumors _ that 


some paper bearing forged indorsements has 
been discounted for the firm, but knows nothing 
about it. He, however, will not try to shirk any 
responsibility. He does not know whether this 
will wipe out his fortune or not.”

THE BROADWAY THEATRE. 





A NEW THEATRE TO BE MADE OUT OF 
THE PRESENT COSMOPOLITAN HALL. 
New-York will certainly have one new 
theatre during the coming season, and it will be 
a handsome one. It is to be called the Broadway 
Theatre, and Broadway and Forty-first-street 
will be its location. James A. Bailey, the old- 
time circus manager; T. Henry French, the pres- 
ent lessee of the Grand Opera House, and Frank 
W. Sanger, the theatrical manager and specu- 


lator, will be its proprietors, Oct. 1 will be the 
date of the opening, providing the builders get 
through work by that time. 

The Broadway Theatre will be the Cosmopoli- 
tan Hall reconstructed and rebuilt, for only the 
exterior walls of the old building will forma 
part of the new house. Like the present hall, it 
will have a frontage of 9015 feet on Broadway, 
a depth of 157 feet on Forty-first-street, and a 
backing of 100 feet on Seventh-avennue. Itis 
rather irregular in shape, for it has a depth of 
177 feet on the south side. Plans for the 
theatre, which are now made, provide for 
a handsome structure, three stories in height, 
with a roof garden for use in the Sum- 
mer. A very roomy structure it will 
too, for the paranet, balcony, and gallery will 
furnish seating room for 2,500 persons, and 
every seat on the lower floor or balcony will be, 
a chair 22 inches wide, and precisely like those 
in Wallack’s Theatre, which Messrs. Bailey, 
French, and Sanger tonsider the most comforta- 
ble theatre seats in the . The stage is to 
have a depth of 44 feet, with 100 feet of width, 
sufficiently roomy forany spectacular, dramatic, 
or operatic performance it may be deemed wise 
to put on the stage. The proscenium arch will 
give an opening of 36 feet. A novel feature 
will be a drawing room on the Forty-first- 
street side of the audiforium, 15 feet 
in width, which will take the place 
of the ordinary lobbies at the front of the house. 
From this drawing room, between which and 
the stage there will be ladies’ dressing and toilet 
rooms, a series of doors will open into the 
street, and flush with it. The ordinary box 
offices, manager’s offices, coat and hat rooms 
are provided for off the main lobby, which opens 
from Broadway. A gentlemen’s smoking room 
Wii be provided on the second story. Another 
novai feature will be that there are no steps 
leading into the theatre, all entrances being 
fiush with the street, and rising from it to the 
main floor by an easy rise of 18 inches to the 
floor level. 

Over the auditorium of this cozy house, which 
is to be elaborately decorated in the same style 
as McVicker’s in Chicago, there will be a roof of 
colored glass. This roof will be so constructed 
that it may be opened at will for purposes of 
ventilation. About the framework of ‘the root 
wilt be the garden, where people may sit during 
the Summer and listen to the music of the comic 
operas being sung on the stage beneath them, 
Incandescent electric lights will be used on 
the roof as well as in the theatre un- 
derneath, and a plant of three dynamos to 
furnish the light has been contracted 
for. Particular attention has been paid in con- 
structing the plans to making the theatre as 
nearly fireproof as possible. To make sure that 
no one shall be burned in the theatre in case it 
should ever take fire, the plans provide for a 
scheme for throwing open every door leading 
into the house by touching an electric knob 
either on the stage, in the auditorium, or in the 
box office, and all the doors will open outward. 
There are to be three stores on the Broadway 
front of the theatre building, and the two upper 
stories of that front will be fitted up for offices. 

A combination theatre, the Broadway Theatre 
may be called, but in addition to the first-class 
combinations which alone will be put in the 
house, a feature will be made of new produc- 
tions. No stock company will be attached to the 
theatre, but players will be specially engaged for 
each new play puton, the plays intended for pro- 
duction being such as have made hits in Europe. 
Itis probable that ‘The Red Lamp,” the new 
play by Beerbohm Tree and Comyns Carr, which 
is soon to be produced in England, will have 
its first presentation in this country at the new 
house. Mr. French has purchased the play with 
that intention in case it should succeed in 
London. It is also expected that the English 
actor William Terris will make his first Ameri- 
can appearance in & new melodrama at the 
Broadway Theatre.

STATE LAND SURVEY. 


REPORT AND SUGGESTIONS OF 
INTENDENT COLVIN. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 22.—The report of 

Verplanck Colvin, Superintendent of the New- 

York State Land Survey, as transmitted to the 

Legislature, states that the district under survey 

consists of the counties of Clinton, Essex, Frank- 


lin, Fulton, Hamilton, Herkimer, Lewis, Sara- 
toga, St. Lawrence, and Warren, including the 
Adirondack region. The report contains numerous 
large maps showing sections of the country sur- 
veyed, besides lithographic views of the moun- 
tain ranges and illustrative engravings. A map 
of the western portion of Clinton County gives 
the topography of the Lyon mountain range and 


be 
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the great iron ore. district, settlements, 
roads, and approaches. This map  deter- 
mines the location of more than 10,000 


acres of State lands, and will be valued 
by travelers and sportamen, as it shows 
Chateaugay and Chazy Lakes and the adjacent 
country, with the rivers, marshes, hills, and 
mountain ranges in fine relief. A large map of 
the north boundary of the Jersey field patent 
also shows an inferesting lake region of the 
southern portion of Hamilton County, with a 
portion of Fulton County. The location of many 
of these lakes has never before been made pub- 
lic, as they are situated in wild, inaccessible 
localities. 

Another large map shows the wild region at 
the head of Cold River in the counties of Frank- 
lin and Essex, with the true position of the long- 
lost corner of those counties. It includes a 
charming sketch of the famous Preston Ponds, 
which are said to be the finest fishing locality 


in the Adirondack trout region. This is 
shown on @& contour map exhibiting 
the: mountains by fine tinted lines. so 


clearly that gradients and slopes can be read off 
at once. This map will settle all the disputes 
relative to county boundaries in this district, 
and is the resultof laborious field researches and 
measurements. Other maps show other wild 
sections in the wilderness, and one (printed in 
bright colors) gives the revised Speation of thé 
great land patents. A new table of altitudes 
showing heights of lakes and mountains, ob- 
tained by precise leveling from tide, is also given. 

Superintendent Colvin states in this report 
that about one-half of the Adirondack region hag 
now been surveyed, and he urges that the results 
of the survey, the root of topographical land 
maps, and the latitudes, longitudes, azimuths, 
&e., observed by him and his assistants be 
published and made accessible. In an ap- 
pendix to the report he gives a_his- 
tory of the survey, from which we 
learn that a great portion of the work has been 
done at the private, personal expense of Mr. 
Colvin himself. Material has also been collected 
by these surveys for a series of quarto volumes 
of results, which will be of great value and 
interest. The present report is large and very 
complete, and will be difficult to procure, as 
only a small edition will be issued.

A WABASH DECISION. 





PETITION OF BONDHOLDERS DENIED 
WITH EMPHASIS. 

Sr. Louis, March 22.—In the Circuit 
Court this morning Judges Brewer and Thayer | 
decided the intervening petition of holders of 
bonds on the Wabash tines east of the river for 
the payment to them of nearly $1,500,000, 


which the intervenors claimed was earnings in 
excess of expenses on those lines. Judge Brewer | 
reviewed the application atsome length, and with 
some warmth before arriving at his finding, 
which was the dismissal of the application. 6 
said the Purchasing Commitiee was a purchaser 
of the system under terms and conditions pre- 
scribed by the court. It bought the property 
subject to the underlying mortgages, and 
was not bound to. pay those mortgages. 
It was not until two months after 
the decree was entered, he said, that 
it was suggested to him that by any 
possible aap ceseny Pi it any one could find that, the 
committee was bound to pay those mortgdges. 
Yo show that the decree did not impose that 
burden on the committee, he entered into a 
study ofit at some length. At the end of this re- 
view he said it was notable that in one of the 
courts of ancillary jurisdiction all the underly- 
ing mortgages had been dismissed, The court 
had no moral or legal right to settle such burdens 
upon the comunittee. 

The charge that the Receivers had paid the 
interest of the lines West for 1885 and 1886 and 
on the lines East only up to 1884,was answered 
by the statement that in the aggregate the lines 
West had been earning largely in excess of the 
lines Bast on the mileage basis. Judge Brewer 
then said that inste of taking the sugges-

There 
will be certificates amounting to $254,000 due in 
June, and the balance shortly afterward. Before 
Jan. 1, 1888, the Receivers will be discharged. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 
CHicaGco, March 22.—East-bound ship- 
ments of dead freight from this city through to 
seaboard points by the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion roads last week continued quite heavy. 
The total shipments for the week amounted 


to 56,513 tons, against 55,189 tons for the week 
previous, an increase of 1,324 tons. The total 





through shipments by the same roads for 
the corresponding week last year were 
only 39,145 tons. Shipments are heavier 


now than they were at this time last 
year simply because lower rates are being made 
on grain and other articles of freight. At this 
time last year a 25-cent rate on grain from 
Chicago to New-York was firmly maintained 
by all the roads. At present none of the 
roads charge more than 20 cents per 100 
pounds, and it is claimed that most of them 
are taking freight on the basis of 18 cents, Chi- 
cago to New-York. 

The following table shows the amount of dead 
freight shipped through to seaboard points by 
each of the eight Central Traffic Association 
roads during the week ending last Saturday, and 
also the percentage carried by each route:

CHARLES M. ROTHSCHILD & CO. MAKE A 
SUDDEN ASSIGNMENT. 

An order of attachment obtained from 
Judge Donohue by Stillman F. Kneelané, coun- 
sel for H. B. Olaflin & Co., on a claim of $11,000 
against the property of Charles M. Rothsehila & 
Co., of 40 White-street, was made operativa 
by the Sheriff yesterday morning. Immediately 
thereafter the firm confessed judgment in favor 
of all its creditors excepting H. B. Claflin & Co, 
The lively proceedings caused a flurry in the 
trade and the excitement had not abated last 
night. Rumors were as thick as snowflakes all 
day. 

Messrs. Claflin & Co. claim that their account 
is past due and the firm of Rothschild & Co. hag 


asked for an extension. These and other circu m. 
stances excitea eed gr and led to an investi- 
gation. It disclosed, the. complaint says, that 
goods have been repacked as soon as received 
and shipped to friends of the firm in other cities, 
the cases having marks on them known only to 
= ee 

mong the current reports was one that wh 

the Sheriff arrived at the store he did not find it 
crowded with merchandise, and that abont the 
most valuable chattel was a bank check bovk 
showing a recent draft of funds by the firm. It 
was also said that after Rothschild & Co. began 
to confess judgments and enter them in the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office several creditors besides Claflin & 
Co. repudiated the transaction and would take 
steps to set aside the judgments. Another ramor 
was that the Messrs. Rothschild ascribed 
their embarrassment to the failure of 4 
relative in Cincinnati whose notes for $30,006 
they had indorsed. They confessed jndg. 
ment to 22 creditors for about «330.008 
the largest being for $8,616, $3,563, $4,030, and

Nov. 30, 1886, the firm’s statement 
to Bradstreet’s showed assets of $91,269 and lia 
bilities of $44,332. The firm formerly did < 
lace business, but at the beginning of the yeal 
they went into what is known as the “ éata- 
logue” business, selling everything accordin g te 
catalogue. 

Charles M. Rothschild said last evening in re 
sponse to inguiries about the firm’s trouble: 
‘We don’t ask any favors, only justice. Our 
business was started in 1856 by my father, M. 
Rothschild. In 1873 I was adm ted, a8 a part- 
ner, and since that time have had full control of 
the business. Father went abroad five yeara 
ago, returned after four years’ absence and re- 
tired from active business. 

“ Regarding the proceedings of H. B. Claflin 
& Co. to-day. it was an outrage which they 
will be made to pay dearly for. They ob 
tained the attachment on the grounds that out 
account was past due, that they had demanded 
money and we had not only said we could 
not pay the aceount, but that we asked 
for an extension. All this we most em- 
L weceecing deny. The goods were bought in 
January, February, and March this year. The 
bills were dated April 15 on four months’ time. 
The printed terms on Claflin & Co.’s invoices are 
30 days less 5 per cent. or four months net. 
Not one of their bills is due before Aug. 15. 
Now, we ask, is it reasonable to suppose that a 
firm is going to ask for an extension of its ac- 
count when that account is not due. 

“The grounds stated are the only ones that I 
know of for the attachment. WhenI got to the 
office and found what Claflin & Co. had 
done I hurried down to our attorneys 
and told them what had occurred. I 
said we desired to make an assignment 
and protect all our merchandise creditors. At 
my request the creditors were sent for, and a 
confession of paeneen given toeach one. As 
Imaby as possible were notified, and are being 
notified. Ifany of the creditors are dissatisfied 
it is news to me. 

“Our attorneys assure us that the attachment 
will be vacated beyond a doubt. When that is 
accomplished a suit for damages will be 
brought against Claflin & Co. and also 
against an afternoon — for printing slan- 
derous reports about us. any of our creditors 
have come forward voluntarily with expressions 
of sympathy, and half a dozen at least stand 
ready to hand us checks if desired. We are sol- 
vent and don’t need any help, but, all the same, 
are gratefui. It shows where weare. My father 
will be here to-morrow from Cincimnati, and 
business will be resumed Monday. Our firm 
never had any trouble before and our- credit was 
never questioned. We claim a capital of $47,000 
and our assets are far beyond the liabilities. 
From Feb. 8 to March 20 our orders numbered 

3,400, and we have over $30,000 out on book 
accounts. 

* The attachment was a complete surprise to 
us. It was done before I got to the office. The 
stock seized at 40 White-street is worth a great 
deal more than Claflin & Co,s claim. It isdargely 

made up of samples and smalllots. The bulk 
of our stock is in our warehouse at 123 and 125 
West Broadway. The allegation that goods 
were shipped out of town is false, they 
never went beyond our warehouse. The story 
that we anticipated the attachment is false. Not 
@ paper was drawn until between 9 and 10 A. 
M. and no judements were filed until after 10 
o’clock. Claflin & Co. did not attach our ware- 
house stock, probably because they were ig- 
norant of it. The check yarn probably 
grew out of the finding of a stub book 
on the Ninth National Bank. Our account there 
was practically closed two years ago. We now 
do our business at the Chatham National Bank, 
where there is a balance of $3,600. This sum 
and the warehouse stock protects the judgment 
creditors.. You may say that among our pre- 
ferred creditors there is not a relative, and to 
my father we are indebted for $6,000.”

MEASURE PASSES THE SENATE AND 


HIS LIQUOR TAX BILL IS PROGRESSED. 
ALBANY, Marth 22.—The Canal Unions 
dill appropriating $550,000 for improving the 
canals passed the Assembly by a vote of 84 to 
37 to-day. The opposition was led by that 
horny-harided son of toil, ex-Speaker Erwin. It 
Was a mere volume of wind, as the vote proved, 
and was quickly disposed of when the voting 
began. The bill, which was introduced by Sen- 
ator Daly and passed through the upper house, 
is now ready for the Governor. Mr. Cutler had 
itin charge in the lower house. The anti-canal 
country members were full of touching stories 
of the havoc which such an appropriation would 
make among the small farmers and taxpayers 
on the back hills. 

“Mr. Charman!’ As the House recognized 
the familiar voice of Mr. Kruse, of Cattaraugus, 
it quieted down and listened while he told the 
friends of the canals that he believed they were 
making a great mistake in not allowing Federal 
funds to be devoted to their improvement. Mr, 
Kruse saw the folly of any extended remarks 


upon a subject upon which every man had al- 
ready made up his mind. 

Not so the Tioga Trombone, who is serving his 
first Winter’s engagement in Speaker Husted’s 
tronpe. Mr. Latimer blew three-quarters of 
an hour amid an uproar that would have dis- 
couraged most men, but the canal men heeded 
not his blasts. 

A neighbor of his, Mr. McEvoy, told him he 
did not believe in long speeches, and offered to 
demonstrate that the canals have greatly bene- 
fited Herkimer County. 

Mr. Parsons, of Cayuga, made haste to declare 
that the railroads are not opposed to the canals, 
= that they have no interest in defeating the 

ill. 

It remained for Mr. Erwin to lash himself into 
a mild sort of fury against canal appropriations. 
“You talk about your lobby,” exclaimed he 
dramatically. ‘“‘Look up there and see who's 
peen lobbyingifor this bill.” The members looked 
up at the gallery behind the Speaker and saw a 
good-natured face beaming down upon _ the 
seemingly excited 2 gi en It belonged to old 
Capt. Clark, the canal boatmen’s advocate. He 
spread his shoulders and leaned over the stone 
railing,a perfect picture ofa cherub who had 
lost his wings overnight. The House laughed 
and Mr. Erwin smiled behind his magnificent 
mask. Then he attempted to rouse his party by 
declaring as solemnly as if he was in dead ear- 
nest: “Thope, as my name is Erwin, and [live in 
St. Lawrence County, that the farmers-will band 
themselves together and go to the polls against 
a party that sanctions such an appropriation as 
this,” said he. But they won’t. They always 
vote straight in St. Lawrence, so Mr. Erwin can- 
not be aceused of having given encourage- 
ment to the enemy by un-Republican 
remark. In his next change Mr. Erwin pre- 
sented the picture of utter despair. “I sup- 
pose,” he exclaimed with well feigned emotion, 
** that there’s no use in talking. You've made 
up yourminds. Gallagher and Sheehan and 
Buffalo are going to force this down our throats.” 
Then Mr. Erwin wrung his hands piteously, and 
said: ‘‘ The whole thing’s going. Its going—’ 
“ Almost gone,” exclaimed a neighbor in sub- 
dued tones across the aisle, as the ex-Speaker 
tottered into his chair and buried his face 
in his hands. No St. Lawrence County primary 
can fail to give him Senatorial delegates next 
Fallafter such a masterly effort. en. Curtis 
simply satstillin gloomy dispair right behind 
him, and revolved the situation in St. Lawrence, 
Lewis, and Franklin, and a great cloud settled 
down upon his lofty summit. 

The bill had such friends to advocate it as 
Messrs. Sheehan, Gallagher, Greene, Howe, and 
Ainsworth, and their influence was sufiicient to 
kill Mr. Erwin’s amendment cutting down the 
appropriation to $200,000. The vote on this 
Was 38 to 76. 

Mr. Ainsworth and Mr. Howe guyed the ex- 
Speaker about his economy on ail matters out- 
side of 5t. Lawrence County. When, however, 
if comes to getting an appropriation of som 
thousands of dollars to pull the eel grass out o 
some backwoods stream or blasting rocks of 
a —— ereck nobody, they assured him, could 
be less modest. 

The 37 votes against the appropriation were 
cast by these members: Arnold and Henry of 
Otsego, Babcock of Ontario, Bates of Orleans, 
Baucus of Rensselaer, Bulkley and Thompson of 
Jefferson, Brundage of Steuben, Cole of Schuy- 
ler, Cornwell of Yates, Erwin, Curtis, and Kim- 
ball of St. Lawrence, Edson of Broome, Frost 
and Horton of Chautauqua, Goerss and Porter 
of Niagara, Hadiey of Franklin, Ingersoll and 
Kruse of Cattaraugus, Latimer of Tioga, Mabie 
of Putnam, Mase and Platt of Dutchess, Max- 
well and Van Demark of Ulster, Moses of Alle- 
gany, Parsons of Cayuga, Pierce of Wyoming, 
Bea of Lewis, Robinson of Livingston, Seaver of 
Genesee, M. A. Smith of Sullivan, Taylor of Che- 
nango, D. L. Thomson of Delaware, and Walters 
of Greene. The Governor will doubtiess sign the 
bill. The Superintendent of Public Works will 
then lengthen at least 15 locks on the Erie Canal, 
in the vicinity of Syracuse, and two on the Os- 
wege Canal. The reconstructed locks are to be 
220 feet long, and 18 feet wide, The appropria- 
tion of $550,060 is to be thus distributed: 
$375,000 for the Erie locks, $70,900 for deepen- 
ing Champlain Canal, $15,000 for the Black 
River Canal, $15,000 for improving Locks Nos. 
iand2on the Cayuga and the Seneca Canals, 
and $75,000 on the Oswego Canal. Of this last 
sam $50,000 is for lengthening the two locks, 
$15,000 for lock machinery, and $10,000 for 
bottoming the Oswego Canal. 

Assemblyman McIntyre, of New-York, has 
chafed under the published statements regard- 
ing his bill, which was passed last night, and 
which allows associations to remedy defects in 
their original charters. In order that he might 
not be accused of bad faith, he moved to re¢on- 
sider the vote by which the bill was passed for 
the purpose of giving everybody a chance to 
scrutinize the measure and satisfy themselves 
thatit is the innocent measure which he con- 
tends that it is. It was not, he explained, to 
remedy defects in any cable road or elevated 
company, ortransit scheme. It merely enabled 
companies and associations, whose managing 
officers are known as Trustees, to take advantage 
of the law of 1870, which recognizes such of- 
ficers as ‘“ Directors.”” Mechanical and mining 
companies and benevolent and religious asso- 
ciations would, Mr. McIntyre maintained, be 
thus advantaged by his bill. Mr. Ainsworth, 
Chairman of the General Laws Committee, cor- 
roborated these statments. adding that his com- 
mittee had given this bill especial consideration, 
because of the reports about its character, and 
that he believed it was allright. Mr. McIntyre’s 
motion was tabled, leuving his bill suspended 
between the two houses. 

The St. Lawrence members are prepared to 
obble the insane asylum for Northern New- 
York and locate it at Ogdensburg. A preliminary 
move was made to-day by Mr. Erwin offering a 
substitute for the bili fixing the site at Platts- 
burg. Mr. Weed will move that his bill, which 
selects Piattsburg, shall be substituted, but the 
ex-Speaker wields too much influence among 
the members through the Chairmanship of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and Mr. Weed 
will be beaten. Some time ago the ex- 
Speaker made a bargain with the Speaker 
that he should have his support. These worthy 
gentlemen get along beautifully this year. They 
could not understand one another’s wants more 
perfectly if they were man and wife. When the 
Storm King bill rears its head the ex-Speaker 
will help it in return for the asylum incident. 
Two cleverer men never controlled a Legis- 
lature. A prettier picture of Jonathan and 
David has never been presented since Biblical 
times. Hay »y Husted! Gontented Erwin! 
Whence could a third of their kind be drawn? 

Fish Commissioner Blackford may not be 
aware that a bill to permit the catching of lob- 
sters of less than 1049 inches in iength is on its 
way through the Legislature. It was intro- 
fuced by Mr. Finn, and it repeals a law which 
Mr. Blackford was at infinite trouble in passing 
some years ago. The House passed Mr. Finn’s 
bill to-day. 

The Murphy Tenement House bill was passed 
again by the Senate to-day, with the Assembly 
amendments, and sent to the Governor. The 
amendments provide for 15 new policemen to 
enforce the sanitary laws instead of a detail of 

15 men from the present force, and provide that 
atleast 20 of the 25 sanitary inspectors of the 
city shall be competent physicians, with special 
knowledge of sanitary matters. 

The Poughkeepsie Bridge Company is trying 
to get the start of the Assembly, which has be- 
fore it a bill prohibiting the company from build- 
ing piers in the Hudson River, by pushing 
through the Senate a bill extending for a year 
the time tor completing the bridge. The charter 
lapses on Jan. 1, 1888. A bill extending the 
charter until Jan. 1, 1889, was reported favor- 
ably to the Senate to-day. 

The Senate devoted the whole day’s session to 
consideration of two of Senator Vedder's proj- 
ects to raise State revenues by special taxes. 
The Brokers’ Tax bill has been hanging on the 
order of third reading for several days, but was 
reached to-day. Mr. Daly offered an amendment 
which provided that the tax should not be im- 
posed on sales where transfer of stock is actually 
made on the day following the sale, but Mr. 
Vedder read letters from President Smith of the 
Stock Exchange and others, who explained that 
it was difficult to discriminate between sales on 
margins and bona fide investment purchases, as 
in both cases the transfer of stocks was actually 
made. From this Mr. Vedder argued that the 

Daly amendment would kilithe bill, and then 

he launched out into a eharacteristic attack on 

the Stock Exchange as a monopoly composed of 

1,100 men, able by their wealth to pay the 

tax imposed by the bill. Senators Pierce and 

Plunkitt put in feeble pleas for the amendment, 

but it was beaten by a vote of 12 to 17. The 

vote was purely geographical, the 11 Senators 
beiow the Harlem, joined by Senator Parker, of 

Albany, voting for the amendment. The bill 

was then passed by the same division. Senator 

Walker, who is a banker ‘in Batavia, voted 

against the bill at first, and Mr. Vedder bustled 

about the chamber to get the one vote he needed 
to pass the bill, but failing in this, he at last in- 
duced Mr. Walker to change his vote and give 
the bill the 17 votes it required. 

The bill provides that every banker, broker, or 
person dealing in the stocks or bonds ot corpora- 
tions, Who shall hereafter negotiate the sale of

Failure 
to affix the stamp is punishable by a fine of $250. 
nee are to be issued by the State Con- 
oller. 

Encouraged by the success of this bill Mr. Ved- 
der then brought up his Graded Liquor Tax bill. 
Senator McMillan was allowed to reduce the 
rates of tax for Buffalo saloons by about one- 
third, and then the whole ground of liquor legis- 
lation was traversed, and pleasantries as to the 
personal habits of Senators were passed about the 
chamber. Mr. Worth told how he chanced to be 
present at the recent Thirty-fifth-street stabbing 
affray in a saloon, and intimated that Senator 
Vedder's acquaintance with the metropolis had 
been made entirely by gaslight, while Senator 
Low. who has been clipping from the newspa- 

ers accounts of all the crimes committed in 

Yew-York saloons since the Crosby bill was in- 
troduced, brought out his scrap book and read 
copious extracts therefrom. The Democrats 
stood up solidly against the bill, thus fore- 
shadowing their attitude toward the Cros- 


by bill. The bill was finally progressed, 
as it is feared that if a vote were 
reached indicating that the bill will pass the 


Senate, some of the weak-kneed Assemblymen 
would use the fact as an excuse to absent them- 
selves when the Crosby bill is reached, or would 
join the Democrats in staving off that bill. Mr. 

orth was flat-footed in his opposition to the 
Vedder bill, and, in effect, declared his purpose’ 
to oppose the Crosby bill when it reaches the 
Senate. He holds that if either bill is passed as 
aparty measure the ay anges Party will lose 
the German vote in New-York and Brooklyn. 

Senator Coggeshall introduced a bill requiring 
hotel keepers to keep in every room above the 
first floor a rope reaching to the ground, with 
proper fastenings, for a fire escape. 

Senator Griswold introduced a bill to extend 
for two years the term of service of Mayor Low’s 
Electric Subway Commissioners for Brooklyn. 

A caucus of the Republican Senators has 
been called for to-morrow to consider the nom- 
ination of Michael J. Rickard for Railroad Com- 
missioner. A committee of locomotive engineers 
straggled into the Senate Railroad Committee’s 
rooms this afternoon and desired to make an 
argument in favor of the confirmation. They 
were directed to wait upon the caucus. There is 
little prospect of Mr. Rickard being confirmed. 





GOV. GREENS FIRST VETO. 


ON RAILWAY INSURANCD 
ASSOCIATIONS. 

TRENTON, March 22.—Gov. Green sentin 
his first veto message to-day. The bill objected 
to by the Executive enabled Common Councils 
tu appoint city clerks for three years. The 
powers conferred upon Councilmen elected for 
only one year are too sweeping according to the 
notions of the Governor. Senator Herring im- 
mediately introduced a new act making city 
clerks removable for cause by any Common 
Council or Board of Aldermen, He thinks this 
pill will satisfy the Governor. In executive 


session the following nominations were received 
from the Governor: Lay Judges—Jesse H. 
Diverty, Cape May; Charles M. Jamison, Som- 
erset; Louis 8S. Hyer, Union; all reappointed; 
Trustees of the Institution for Deaf-Mutes— 
Theodore W. Morris, Monmouth; Richard L. 
Howell, Cumberland; Robert O. Woodruff, Mer- 
cer; all reappointed; State Assessor—Alex G, 
Cattell, reappointed; Harbor Master for Hudson 
County—Patrick H. O’Neiil, reappointed, 

The Senate concurred in the House amend- 
ments to the bill removing the penalty of im- 
shag ee for poolselling at the Monmouth 

ark and other race courses. Senator Chattle, 
of Monmouth County, made a motion that the 
bill be indetinitely postponed. The motion was 
out of order, and President Fish so ruled. 

The House, by a unanimous vote, passed the 
bili prohibiting the hiring of non-residents as po- 
lice officers. The object of this actis to keep 
Pinkerton men, such as are employed, at the 
scenes of strikes, out of the State. Senator 
Cranmer introduced a bill prohibiting racing on 
any association grounds in this State for longer 
than 24 days each year, under penalty of for 
feiture of all rights and privileges. The act pro- 
vides that a tax of 5 per cent. on press receipts 
for admission to the grounds be paid annually to 
the State Treasurer, provided that the sum thus 
paid is not less than $4,000, exceptin the case 
of trotting associations, where the minimum 
sum shall be $1,000. 

The Senate without a word of debate passed 
the joint resolution submittingto arbitration the 
tax question between the State and the Morris 
and Essex Railroad Company. The anti-monop- 
oly members of the House and some others, 
forced by the character of their constituencies 
to side with them, made an attack on the Penn- 
sylyania Railroad this afternoon. The oppor 
tunity came on the bill to prohibit corporations 
from running life insurance companies in which 
the employes are the policy holders. Ex-Speaker 
Armstrong offered an amendment providing that 
the law should be inoperative in cases where the 
employes voluntarily join such associations. 
The bill is intended to abolish the Relief De- 
partment of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. Messrs. Noonan, Pace, and Donohue 
spoke against the amendment, taking occasion 
to refer plainly to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s scheme, which they characterized as 
unjust and tyrannical. The amendment was de- 
feated. The bill was put on third reading, and 
while a speech was being made in its favor sev- 
eral lobbyists who were noticed conversing with 
members were called upon to retire by the 
Speaker, who threatened to revoke their passes 
to the floor if they repeated the offense. Mr. 
Corbin contended that the: Pennsylvania Rail- 
road was generous to its employes and the relief 
department a praiseworthy efiort to help them. 
The bill passed by a vote of 33 to 22.

FEARS THAT ROBERT 5S. BOYD, 
BOSTON, IS AMONG THE DEAD. 
BuFrrato, N. Y., March 22.—A large force 
of men were kept busily at work all the forenoon 
pulling down the most dangerous portions of 
the Richmond Hotel walls. No effort was made 
to find the bodies supposed to be still in the 
débris, a8 it is not safe for the men te work near 
the crumbling walls. As soon. as the walls can 
be razed to the ground, however, the work will 


be resumed with renewed vigor. William 
Fletcher, of Brooklyn, engaged several laborers 
this morning to look for his wife’s diamond ear- 
rings, which she dropped while escaping down a 
fire-escape on Eagle street. 

Mrs. W. J. Mann, wife of one of the proprietors 
of the Richmond and mother of little Jennie, 
who died on Sunday, is still lying in a precarious 
condition at the residence of ber father, on Niag- 
ara-street, It was feared that she could not last 
through the night, but this morning she was 
still alive, and there was some hope for her re- 
covery. Mr. Mann’s condition is also more seri- 
ous than it has been. 

Itis feared that Robert 8. Boyd, of Boston, 
special agent of the American Bell Telephone 
Company, of Boston, must be added to the list 
of missing in the Richmond Hotel fire. The fact 
has been ascertained that he left Syracuse for 
Buffalo at 2 P. M.,on Thursday, the 17th inst., 
and sent a dispatch to Mr. Nicholson, of Syra- 
cuse, after his arrival here, stating that he would 
return and meet him on the 18th. He did not do 
so, and nothing has been heard of him. When 
here last he said he should stop at the new hotel 
when it was opened.

MASSACHUSETTS MEN IN THE NAYY.

will be shown that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts furnished almost one-half of the 
entire number of the naval officers, from Mas- 
ter’s Mate to Admiral, nearly one-third of the 
men, and more than one-half of the able sea- 
men. The most technical part of the records 
is yet to be compiled. There are thousands of 
names of officers and men who are not ac- 
counted for, thus necessitating a great deal of 
search and correspondence,

A BLOW AT OLEOMARGARINE, 


THE MAKERS MUST COMPLY WITH THE 
LAW AND NOT IMITATE BUTTER. . 

ALBANY, March 22.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day confirmed the sentence under the 
Oleomargarine act of Lippman Arensberg, of 
Brooklyn, for selling imitation butter. Arens- 
berg, whois a manufacturer of oleomargarine, 
was convicted and fined in 1885 for selling oleo- 
margarine, colored and otherwise manipulated 
80 a8 to ba an imitation of natural butter. The 
case was carried to the Court of Appeals, which 
ordered a new trial on the ground that the trial 


Judge had c6mmitted an error in his charge to, 
the jury. At that time Judges Earl and Andrews 
dissented and held that the judgment should be 
aftirmed, Judge Earl writing an elaborate opin- 
ion in favor of the constitutionality of the oleo- 
margarine law. Last December Arensberg was 
again convicted, and on appeal the Court of Ap- 
peais to-day unanimously sustained the lower 
court. Judge Rapallo delivered the opinion. It 
was argued by the defense that section 7 of 
chapter 183 of the Laws of 1885 was in viola- 
tion of the State Constitution and subversive of 
his constitutional rights of liberty and his en- 
joyment of property. On this point Judge Ra- 
pallo says: 


“ Assuming, as is claimed, that butter made from 
animal fat or oil is as wholesome, nutritions, and 
suitable for food as dairy butter; that it is composed 
of the same elements, andis substantially the same 
article excepting as regards its origin, and that it is 
cheaper, and that it would be a violation of the con- 
stitutional rights and liberties of the people to pro- 
hibit them from manufacturing or dealing in it for 
the mere purpose of protecting the producers of 
dairy butter against competition, yet it cannot be 
claimed that the producers of butter made 
from animal fats or oils have any _ con- 
stitutional right to resort to devices for the 
purpose of making their roduct resemble in 
appearance the more expensive article known as 

airy butter, or that it is beyond the power of the 

egislature to enact such laws as they may deem 
necessary to prevent the simulated article being put 
upon the market in such a form and manner as to be 
calculated to deceive. If it possesses the merits 
which are claimed for itandis innocuous, those 
making and dealing in it should be protected in tho 
enjoyment of their eves | in those respects, but 
they may legally be required to sell it for and as 
what it actually is, and apn its own merits, and are 
not entitled to the benefit of any additional market 
value which may be imparted to it by resorting to 
artificial means to make it resemble dairy butter in 
appearance,’”’] 


In regard to the use of coloring matter the 
court holds: 


“Tt was suflicient to authorize a finding {by the 
jury] that the article had been artificially colored so 
as to imitate the most valuable kind of dairy butter; 
that such coloring was not essentialor necessarily 
incident to its manufacture, and that its only object 
was to make it resemble dairy butter and Increase 
its market value. There may have been some con- 
flict in the evidence on these points, but in the main 
they were established; at all events the evidence was 





sufficient to authorize the jury to find those 
facts, and we are of opinion that snech 
artificial coloring of oleomargarine for the mere 


purpose of making it resembié dairy butter comes 
within the statutory prohibition against imitation, 
and that such prohibftion is within the power of the 
Legisiature,and rests upon the same principle which 
would sustain a prohibition of coloring Winter dairy 
butter for the purpose of enhancing its market price 
by making it resemble Summer dairy butter, should 
the Legislature deem such a prohibition necessary 
or expedient.” 

The Dairy Commissioner regards the decision 
asa great Victory, as it sustains the constitu- 
tionality of the oleomargarine law, and will en- 
able him to push his prosecutions against its 
sale with greater vigor.

The teasing de- 
veloped into a quarrel, and Ernest Clark told 
Randolph he would not dare go outside with one 
of the boys. tandolph immediately invited 
Clark to go outside. They did so, but they did 
not fight. They apply squared off and hurled 
epithets instead of blows. 

This did not please the crowd and they at- 
tempted to spur up Randolph by throwing at 
him a few rotten oranges and vegetables which 
had survived their usefulness. With the open- 
ing of the bombardment Randolph fled. As he 
did so he fired a shot that passed over the heads 
of the boys, and as he went around a corner he 
sent another ball into the air. Randolph then 
swore out warrants for Ernest Clark, Fred 
Clark, George McCully, and Peter Smith, claim- 
ing that they had assaulted him. These young 
men were around the village inn last évening, 
and did not appear to be disturbed by the report 
that they were to be arrested. Randolph is 20 
years old and at present a hostler at Britton’s 
Hotel. He has made himself very obnoxious to 
the boys in the village by picking quarrels and 
putting on airs, and the boys say they will make 
it so hot for him that he will be glad to leave the

HEARINGS IN COMMITTEE 


OPPOSIIION TO THE SUBWAY 
COMMISSION, 

MAYOR HEWITT’S BILL TO BE REVISED 
--THE IVES POOL BILL CONSIDERED 
—BROOKLYN’S GAS MONOPOLY. 

ALBANY, March 22.—Another hearing on 
the New-York subway bills attracted a lot of 
keen lawyers and politicians to the rooms of the 

Senate Cities Committee this afternoon. J. R. 

Dos Passos opened the arguments with the 

forcible statement that he proposed to demon- 

strate that the present Subway Commission was 
wholly incompetent. Areview of the law, he 
maintained, showed that the Commissioners were 
never clothed with power to construct subways 
and employ thousands of laborers. The com- 
mission was simply to prescribe a method by 
which the electric companies were to put their 
wires under ground. The commission began 
with a “deal,” by which the original commission 
was chosen. The Legislature intended that 
thfee persons should be chosen who were compe- 
tent to devise methods to put the wires under 
ground atonce. The commission appointed by 
the ‘deal’ was intended not to do what the 
Legislature meant should be done, and New- 


York City believes the commission utterly in- 
competent. 


Mr. Dos Passos then took up the commission 
as individuals, paying his compliments to Jacob 


Hess and reciting the ancient annecdote of the 
Georgia man who wal to Washington to ask 
President Pierce to make him Secretary of State, 
but left the White House satisfied with the gift 
of an old pair of pantaloons, as illustrating Mr. 
Flower’s tumble from his aspiration to be Presi- 
dent of the United States to accept a place on 
the Subway Commission. The work which this 
commission illegally sought to contract for in 
in behalf of the city would cost millions of dol- 
lars and employ thousands of men. This con- 
struction company was notoriously known 
to be owned by Maurice B. Flynn, Com- 
missioner Moss’s son-in-law. It had no 
capital The contract was made with- 
out advertisement and competition. The 
North American Underground Company, 
which he represented, notified the commission 
that the contract was void, and declared its wil- 
lingness to pay the city 3 per cent. of the annual 
rental of its subways for the privilege. The 
Flynn company in two weeks said it was unable 
to do the work, and sublet it to the Dorsett com- 
pany. Still later the Phenix Company, assumed 
to consist of the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies themselves, took the work. e decision 
of Judge Van Hoesen proved that the commis- 
sion had not the powers which it arrogated to 
itself. The Construction Company was 4 stock- 
jobbing operation. It was useless toinquire how 
and why that stock was distributed. The official 
record showed the commigsion incompetent and 
unfit. No legislator should dare vote to continue 
them in power and to ratify their acts. : 

Mr. Dos Pagsos also opposed the bill giving 
the Mayor and a city commission power to build 
subways on the ground that the city should not 
go into the private business of construction. 
The cost per mile of 550 miles of subways would 
be from $20,000 to $40,000, or a total of over 
$15,000,000. New-York City must lay taxes to 
meet this cost. Finally, the city under the 
Mayor’s bill would be required to buy ——— 
some 40 of which are already on file. The city 
would be made a party in scores of patent suits. 
Returns from the investment, too, would prove 
uncertain. He favored the creation of a com- 
mission to advertise for the performance of the 
work by the beast responsible bidder. 

Col. George Bliss suggested that the bill, when 
drafted, should have a provision that if a com- 
pany could not agree with the Subway Commis- 
sion it should have power to appeal to the Su- 
promt Court. Assistant Corporation Counsel 

cott asked for a postponement for a week, until 
the city authorities could perfect another bill. 
Mayor Hewitt had not at first favored city own- 
ership of the subways, and if the work could be 
done by private capital, under conditions pre- 
venting a monopoly, the city authorities would be 
glad to have it so done. 

Mr. Sherburne, President of the New-York 
Electric Lines Company, argued that any act 
giving @ new company power, under contract, to 
put wires under ground, woulddeprive his com- 
pany of fts constilutional rights. 

Chairman McCarthy gave a brief hearing on 

the Griswold Gas bill reducing the price to $1 60 
per thousand in Brooklyn, and then postponed 
action until to-morrow night, when he proposes 
that action of some kind shall be taken upon this 
much smothered measure and _ reported 
to the Assembly on Thurday morning.

““Phe bill therefore discriminates against the 
coal gas companies, such as the Brooklyn Gas 
Company, which I represent,” exciaimed Mr. 
Harris triumphantly. Mr. McCarthy himself 
asked some questions which séemed to indicate 
that this point on behalf of the gas companies is 
powerful enough to receive weighty cdonsidera- 
tion. 
Senator Griswold, in replying to the horrible 
thought suggested by Mr. Harris that this bill 
would drive all the coal gas companies out of 
existence, said: “T’d like to have the committee 
consider that the Brooklyn Gas Company and 
the Williamsburg Company, both coal gas com- 
panies, pay the highest dividends and ate the 
wealthiest companies in the whole business.’ 
Tf there is any serious desire on the part of any- 
body in the Assembly Cities Committee to drag 
this bill outit can be done. The gas companies 
evidently have been fighting for délay. 

The Governor will probably get his $87,000

THE STOLEN ALTAR VESSELS. 
The thieves who stole the three ciboriums 
and the five chalices from the safes in St. Ste- 
phen’s Church last Thursday night, separated 
the bowls from the stands, placed the stands in 
the altar linen basket, which they also stole from 


St. Stephen’s, and hid them under a pile of rub- 
bish in Adame-street, near Plymouth-street, 
Brooklyn, where they were founa early yester- 
day morning. 

The bowls were altogether the most valuable 
part of the vessels, being of solid silver, hand- 
somely ornamented on the outside and on the 
inside lined with gold. The bowls were sup- 
ported by silver stands terminating in claws, 
into which the bowls were set. It was those 
claws that the thieves left in the linen basket in 
which they carried off their booty from St, 
Stephen’s, and they are now, together with the 
basket, safely back at St. Ktephen’s. There 
are very small hopes of recovering the bowls, 
which have probably been melted and 
sold by this time. Father Colton said last even- 
ing that the eight vessels which were stolen—the 
three ciboriums for holding the sacred wafers and 
the five chalices for holding the eucharistic 
wine—cost probably about $700. “ We have the 
stands back,” he said, “ and two of my parish-

loss. Father Loughran went to Brooklyn 
to-day and brought the stands back in the 
basket. There is as yet no clue to the thieves 
and, perhaps, never will be.”

HOW MR. MESTAYER PLAYED HIDE AND 
SEEK WITH A DEPUTY SHERIFF. 


The legal difficulties between Miss Ade- 
laide Prager, who sings, and W. A. Mestayer, 
who manages and acts, resulted, after a trial 
someftime ago, in a judgment for breach of con- 
tract against Mestayer, confirmed after appeal 
to the Superior Court, for $2,552 56 and costs. 

The judgment has long remained unsatisfied, 
but Mestayer having recently returned to New- 
York with the “We, Us & Co.” troupe, Judge 
O’Gorman issued an order early in February 
commanding the defendant to appear in Part 
IL. of the Superior Court and be examined con- 
cerning his possessions.

Clelland and the Deputy, armed with the order, 
went to the box office and, according to the ac- 
count of J. Charles Davis, Mr. Miner’s manager, 
bought seats in the frontrow. They consider- 
ately informed the usher that they were going 
to ag | over the footlights and serve some pa- 
pers. The usher, not§seeing this performance in 
the bill, informed Mr. Davis, and he prophesied 
that they would do nothing of the so ie had 
over 2, people in his theatre, and, being of 
the opinion that any noisy and startling dis- 
turbance is liable to create a panic, told the two 
men to desist. Upon his assurance that if they 
did try any such gymnastics they would prob- 
ably be knocked back into the orchestra by some 
of the actors, they retired, Mr. Davis assuring 
them that hay A were at perfect liberty to do 
anything they legally pleased as soon as the per- 
formance was over. 

They reappeared some minutes afterward at 
the rear door of the theatre with a policeman. 
The doorkeeper, who is known as tle “ Dudes’ 
Terror,” is so strict that he would not admit 
even a doubt into the theatre without an order 
trom the office, and accordingly refused them 
admission. They endeavored to force their way, 
and the doorkeeper, reinforced by a ponderous 
club, posed like ercules in @ photograph 
gallery or Leonidas in the Pass, It 
was a choice’ between pulverization and 
duty, and they hesitated. Mr. Davis was 
apprised and appeared on the scene. Mr. Mc- 
Clelland threatened him with arrest forcontempt, 
but without avail, and he threatened to arrest 
them for disturbing the peace. Fortunately for 
Mr. Mestayer, this was on Saturday night, and, 
Sunday not being a day of arrest, but rest, he 
studied art as exemplified by thé free-hand 
drawings on the wall of his dressing room until 
the twelfth hour sounded. Then he yawned and 
trooped forth in safety. 

Last week, however, in spite of emissaries who 
were deputed to keep the coast clear, he lost 
the game. Stevens met him as he was leaving 
the theatre with his wife, and the manager grace- 
tully accepted the situation and theorder. In 
response to it he appeared in Part IIT. of the 
Superior Court Monday, and was sworn. It 
then developed that the original ““ We, Us & Co.” 
was Mrs. re. Her husband testified un- 
der oath that he had no property whatever. He 
was simply employed by Mrs. W. A. Mestayer as 
& manager, Four years ago he had sold all his 
right, title, and interest in the piece ““ We, Us & 
Co.” to Mrs. Mestayer for the sum of $700, 
Since that time he had_ been under engagement 
to his wife at a salary of $50 per week. A 

Mrs. Mestayer, being duly sworn, corroborated 
his testimony. Her maiden name was Theresa 
Rosa Haupt, andin this name she had some 
$3,000, which was her own self-earned money, 
on deposit in various banks. She had purchased 
the piece, as William had testified, and all there 
was in ‘‘ We, Us & Co.” was hers. She had em- 
ployed her husband as manager, and he had 
overdrawn his salary to the extent of $15. 

In spite of the hard work gf Deputy and lawyer 
this was all the satisfaction that they could ob- 
tain Monday. The case was continued, however, 
and will be heard April 7, at the conclusion of 
Mestayer’s Philadelphia engagement. 





END OF A LONG FIGHT. 
————— 
BROOKLYN AT LAST TO HAVE A SYS- 


TEM OF ELEVATED ROADS. ‘ 

A brief decision handed down by the 
Court of Appeals yesterday, reversing the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court and the General 
Term in the action of the Kings County Elevated 
Road to acquire property along Fulton-street, 
owned by Mary Duane and others, solved Brook- 
lyn’s rapid transit problem and opened the way 
for the erection of a complete system of elevated 
roads in that city. 

The sult grew out of the opposition to the 
Kings County Road’s occupation of Fulton-street, 
which it had obtained bya charter under the 


laws of 1875. This charter compelled the road 
to begin work within three years after the con- 
sent of the Common Counciland of a majority of 
the property owners along the line of the pro- 
posed road had been obtained. The first part of 
thé work was easily accomplished, but the road’s 
agents worked from 1880 until last Spring be- 
fore they could induce a majority of these prop- 
erty owners to consent to the building of an ele- 
vated road before their doors. When success 
finally crowned their efforts, che Kings County 
people found a Common Council which was op- 
posed to them and which revoked the consent 
given by a previous board. Then Mayor Whit 
ney appointed a new Rapid Transit Commission 
which organized the Union Elevated Road and 
laid out for it 10 different routes, one of which 
occupied Fulton-street. 

This Union Elevated Road was composed of 
the Directors in the present Brooklyn Road and 
alot of Democratic politicians, most of whom 
are the leading spirits in the now famous Citi- 
zens’ Electric Light Company. These men, aid- 
ed by Wingate & Cullen, the lawyers, induced 
Mrs. Mary Duane and others to sue out injunc- 
tions pang at the Kings County Road from 
b ding op. ry on-street on the ground that it 
had forfeited its charter Ls A neglecting to build 
within three years after its organization. The 
road claimed that work need not be begun until 
three years after the consents were obtained. 
Judge Cullen granted a permanent injunction, 
and ordered the Kings County Road to obtain 
again the consent of the Common Council. This 
consent the Aldermen refused to give. 

The present suit for the condemnation of Mrs. 
Duane’s property was then brought and Judge 
Cullen denied the application. It went to the 
General Term, where Judge Cullen was sus- 
tained, and last Fall was argued before the Court 
of Appeals. Several months went by without a 
decision and it was rumored that the Judges had 
disagreed. Now the decision is given out and is 
found to override Judge Quillen and the General 
Term and to sustain the Kings County Road in 
every particular. The decision is written b 
Judge Danforth and all bis associates concurre 
except Judges Finch and Earl. 

Jesse Johnson, who has been one of the legal 
advisers of the Kings County Road since fhe 
fight began, was n turally délighted upon the 
receipt of the decision. “It cloars qverr ming 
away,” he said, “ and an elevated road will be in 
operation along Fulton-street in a very short 
time. We began to build at the junction of 
Adams-street last Spring, but these legal —_ 
stopped the work. The contracts for all our iron 
work have been given out, and a large quantity 
of material is lying on docks in this city.” 

The effect of this decision will be to give to 
Brooklyn a complete rapid transit system in a 
few months, The Kings County Road will of 
course have the centre line down Fulton-street, 
but the Union Company is now building along 
Fiatbush and Fifth avenues, and it will supply 
South Brooklyn, probably ome | over the Kings 
County’s tracks to the bridge and the ferry. The 
Union people have also the right to build on Myr- 
tle-avenue and along Court-street, but it is 
doubtful if they exercise these privileges. 

There remains the Long Island Company and 
its proposed occupation of Atlantic-avenue from 
South Ferry to the city line. That fightisin the 
Railroad Committee of the Common Conncil, 
which refuses to giye the Long Island Road _per- 
mission to build a three-track elevated, bridging 
Atlantic-avenue from curb to curb, on the ground 
that such a structure would be used for the ex 
tension of. the present Long Island Railroad to 
the injury of property ownérs along Atlantic- 


avenue.

ES ACNE TO te EIEN SOE ALO 

The bill appropriating $550,000 for 
fengthening locks upon the canals of the 
State and thereby facilitating and cheapen- 
ing transportatién thereon was passed by 
the Assembly yesterday, but not without 
vigorous opposition from representatives of 
Cattaraugus, St. Lawrence, and other coun- 
ties remote from the waterways. These 
representatives seem to be greatly averse 
to spending money upon the canals 
which has been raised by general 
taxation for the State, on the ground 
that some parts of the State are 
not benefited directly by the canals. But 
if they would figure up the proportion of 
the State tax that is paid by the commercial 

cities and towns and the transportation in- 

terests of the State they would find that 
an infinitesimal part of the burden for main- 
taining the canals reaches the remote rural 
counties. Even this will be lessened rather 
than increased by making the canals con- 
tribute still more to the taxable wealth of 
the places which their traffic reaches, 

Moreover, every part of the State does bene- 

fit indirectly by every influence and agency 

that promotes and increases the general 
wealth and prosperity. 
A 

The trial of CLeary will long remain 
memorable, and we trust unique, in the 
sriminal records of this city for the inde- 
rency with which the defense has been con- 
ducted. It began with an impudent at- 
tempt to get Judge BARRETT off the bench, 

onder the absurd pretext that he was a 

necessary witness for the defense. This at- 

tempt was followed by a still more insult- 
ing application to another Judge to re- 
move the case from Judge BARRETT 
after the trial of it had actually be- 
gun. The amazing performance of Mr. 
SHAFER in telling the jury what the news- 
papers they had been admonished not to 
read were saying about his client completed 
the list of outrages upon professional 
decorum. In another way the case is nota- 
ble, but this time not unprecedented, and 


thatisin the dispatch which Judge Bar- 


‘Burr has enforced. A few years 4&0, 


or even now, with such a Judge on 
the bench as CriEARY’s counsel wished 
to see there, the lawyers would have 
dawdled over such a case and spun it 
for weeks. As it was, the only delay was 
that occasioned by selecting a jury. After 
the trial was begun the Judge hastened it by 
lengthening the sessions and abbreviating 
the, forensic eloquence, without the slight- 
est prejudice to either side. In this he has 
set a atandard by which other Judges pre- 
siding over the trials of important criminal 
cases will find their own efficiency meas- 
ured. 


The common and statute law will require 
many changes before they meet the views 
of the boycotters and the walking dele- 
gates. Some days ago THE Times told the 
story of Mr. Hartt, who was discharged 
from the foremanship of a shoe factory in 
Baltimore at the dictate of the Knights of 
Labor, and for the reason that he had 
been discharged from a like position 
in New-York without reason. That story 
is summarized in our news columns 
to-day with its sequel, which is the arrest 
and holding to bail for conspiracy of the 
Executive Committee of District Assembly 
No. 91 of the Knights of Labor. It was 
doubtless news to them that any legal pains 
and penalties could be inflicted upon them 
for merely trying to deprive a fellow-citizen 
of his right to earn an honest living at an 
honest trade. There is much for the 
Knights to learn in the way of law as well 
as of common sense, 


The results of the investigation concern- 
ing the accident at Forest Hills have con- 
vinced the Massachusetts Railroad Com- 
missioners that the actual condition of all 
the other railroad bridges in the State 
should be disclosed. They have requested 
the officers of the several roads to send to 
them at the earliest practicable moment 
the strain sheets and records of the first and 
latest tests of all the bridges on their lines, 
and to state whether any parts of these 
bridges which are essential to safety are so 
covered as to be concealed from inspection. 
This request foreshadows an inquiry that 
cannot be made too soon. It should 
suggest to Commissioners in other States 
the propriety of causing a similar examina- 
tion to be made in the territory under their 
jurisdiction. Atthe hearing yesterday the 
master mechanic of the Boston and Prov- 
idence Road advanced the theory that the 
accident was caused by a broken rail. The 
company’s employés have from the first 
tried to divert attention from the condition 
of the bridge by supporting theories like 
this. It is possible that the fall of the 
bridge was hastened by a break in the 
train’s running gear or even bya broken 
rail, but the wonder is that so worthless a 
bridge did not fall long ago under the 
weight of uninjured cars and without any 
disturbance of the rails which it carried. 


THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE COM- 
MISSION. 

The arduous labors of the President in 
seeking to give effect to the interState 
commerce law by the appointment of five 
Commissioners have at length been crowned 
with most gratifying success. The com- 
petence and special fitness of the gentle- 
men upon whom Mr. CLEVELAND has con- 
ferred these appointments will be generally 
and immediately recognized. 

Judge THomas M. Coo.ey has had an ex- 
perience of forty years in the practice of 
the law and upon the bench in the State of 
Michigan. He was a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court for many’years, and has served 
also as Chief-Justice of that court. His 
law writings are a standard authority and 
guide in every State in the Union. 
His eminence as a constitutional lawyer 
will give peculiar value to his services 
as an Inter-State Railroad Commissioner 
which the country will now be able to com- 
mand. It was probably this consideration 
which led the President to place his name 
at the head of the list under an appoint- 
ment for the full term of six years. More- 
over, Judge CooLry’s ability to grapple 
with intricate railway problems has been 
demonstrated by his successful management 
in the Wabash Receivership. 

Mr. Wir1zaM R. MoRRIson’s equipment 
for the place to which he has been called is 
derived from many years of experience in 
the lower house of Congress, in which he 
has borne a conspicuous, if not a very suc- 
cessful, part. Mr. Morrison’s mind is 
scarcely of the executive order, if we may 
judge from the use he has made of it in 
Congress, but it is an honest mind and a 
fearless one, with a marked tendency 
toward beneficial reforms of all kinds, a 
tendency which has operated under many 
restraints in the House of Representatives, 
some of them voluntary. But the task 
of reforming the tariff to which Mr. 

MoRRISON has devoted his energies in Con- 
gress is totally unlike the work he will now 
be called upon to do as a member of a body 
of mixed deliberative and executive func- 


| tions, with a majority of whose members, if 


not indeed with all of them, Mr. MoRRISON 
is likely to bein accord in respect to the 
policy adopted under the act. In these 
more favorable circumstances we have no 
doubt that Mr. MorRISON will be at once 
more comfortable and more useful than he 
has been able to make himself as a tariff 
reforming representative, whose purposes 
were at every point thwarted by Mr. Ran- 
DALL. 

Mr. AuGustus SCHOONMAKER, the New- 
York member of the commission, like Judge 
Coo.try, has had a long training in the 
law. In his service as Attorney-General of 
this State during the years 1878 and 1879 
he gained an experience directly in the line 
of the functions he is now to assume, and 
as a member of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of the State since 1883 he has given 
further evidence of the possession of a 
sound and able mind. Mr. SCHOONMAKER 
is widely known in this State as a man of 
unimpeachable character and fitness for the 
public service. It would have been diffi- 
cult for the President to choose as the New- 
York member of the commission a more ac- 
ceptable man than Mr. SCHOONMAKER. 

The appointment of Mr. Apacer F. 
WALKER, of Vermont, was almost an in- 
spiration. We run little risk in saying 
that he is by all odds the fittest man in 
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the State for the place. Those who are 
familiar with the history of the Central 
Vermont Railroad know with what cour- 
age and persistency Mr. WALKER carried 
on for many years the fight against 
the corrupt and greedy ring in 
control of that corporation. His in- 
born hatred of crooked ways in rail- 
way management and his keenness in dis- 
covering and tracing out such methods will 
be of great use to the commission. Being 
an enemy of the ex-Gov. Smith ring, with 
which Mr. BLAINE was lately in such close 
affiliation, itisnatural that Senator WALKER 
should be a friend and supporter of Senator 
EpmunDs: and in fact he did substantial 
service in the contest against the ex-Gov. 
Smith-Blaine alliance last year which end- 
ed in the triumph of Senator EpMUNDs. 

Mr. WALTER L. Braaa, the Alabama 
member of the commission, is not so well 
known at the North as his associates, and 
we must judge of his competence mainly 
from the fact that he has for four years 
been a member of the Alabama Railroad 
Commission. Guided as he has been by a 
determination to secure men of demon- 
strated capacity, we may be sure that the 
President, before making the appointment, 
was fully satisfied that Mr. BRAGG was 
worthy to take his place with his four dis- 
tinguished associates upon the commission. 

The managers and patrons of the railroads 
of the country have good reason to congrat- 
ulate themselves and the President upon 
the make-up of this commission. The task 
of the President has been a difficult one. 
The salary of a Commissioner, $7,500, is not 
large enough to tempt men of such experi- 
ence and ability as should be selected, and 
it is known that the President has been 
obliged to use a great deal of persuasion to 
induce the gentlemen selected to accept the 
appointments. The powers of the commis- 
sion are great and its duties delicate and 
difficult. Their proper performance, with a 
due consideration for the rights of the pub- 
lic and the legitimate interests of the rail- 
roads, will call for the exercise of sound 
judgment, a great deal of energy, and no 
little courage and tact. These qualities are 
possessed ih an eminent degree by the vari- 
ous members of the newly appointed com- 
mission, and a wise and successful perform- 
ance of the functions imposed upon them 
may be confidently looked for. The provis- 
ions of the Inter-State Commerce act will 
take effect on the 5th of April, sixty days 
after its passage. 


CITIES SUPPORT THE 
STATE? 

The prosperity of the State of New-York 
depends upon its commercial advantages. 
These have induced the growth of cities 
forming the centres at which the principal 
transactions of business are carried on. 
Lines of transportation converge to these 
and diverge from them for the collection 
and distribution of commodities in the 
operations of domestic and foreign trade, 
and they become the headquarters of cor- 
porations engaged not only in transporta- 
tion butin insurance and the facilitation 
of exchanges of various kinds. In cities 
capital accumulates for these purposes; 
there manufactures reach their highest de- 
velopment, and there the wholesale and 
jobbing trade is concentrated. In respect 
to all these matters the cities become the 
seat of those agencies which facilitate the 
operations of commerce, from which the 
whole State derives in a large measure its 
prosperity. 

Of course, in the cities also large profits 
accrue, and wealth accumulates and is in- 
vested in various forms. It shows itself in 
the high values of real estate and in costly 
buildings. Under any fair system of taxa- 
tion a large share of the revenue of the 
State comes from the cities, because in them 
valuations are highin proportion to their 
wealth and the objects of taxation are 
abundant. Their burdens are enormous for 
local purposes, and they contribute to 
the support of the State Government 
in full proportion to their wealth. 
But constant complaint comes from the 
rural districts of the unfair burden of tax- 
ation upon them, and constant effort is made 
to get the entire weight of State taxation 
upon the cities. Almost every proposition 
that is made for obtaining State revenue 
without direct assessment upon property 
looks to drawing that revenue from the 
cities and in very many instances by a tax 
not upon accumulated wealth, but upon 
business operations and agencies that are 
the very sources of the State’s prosperity. 

In the first place, the assessments upon 
property, which are enormous in the cit- 
ies, are yearly increased for State pur- 
poses by the Board of Equalization for the 
relief of the rural districts. The corpora- 
tions which are made to beara large pro- 
portion of State taxes have their chief 
offices and perform their principal functions 
in the cities to and from which commodi- 
ties are carried in largest quantities. There 
their securities are chiefly held, and taxa- 
tion upon their capital and indebtedness 
draws directly from the funds employed in 
business. 

But this is not enough. Rural repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature rack their 
brains for new methods of drawing taxes 
directly from the business operations of the 
cities, and especially those of the city of 
New-York, which is the financial centre of 
the country. In the bill for taxing the sale 
of beverages which was discussed in the 

Senate yesterday the tax is put much higher 
upon places at which liquor is sold in large 
cities than upon those in other parts of 
the State. The liquor business is much 
more extensive in those cities, but 
it is indicated by the greater number 
of establishments rather than by their 
greater size. Buta burden on this business 
should have in view its regulation and re- 
striction rather than revenue, and as the 
communities in which the business is car- 
ried on have to suffer its evil consequences, 
bear the waste caused by it, and pay the 
cost of the pauperism and crime which it 
entails, they ought to have the benefit of 
such revenue as is obtained from it. But 
the main object of the Vedder bill is to 
draw still more heavily upon the resources 

of the cities for the support of the State 
Government and the relief of rural tax- 
| payers. 

| But the worst svecimen of this kind of 
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discriminating legislation appears in the bill 
which the Senate passed yesterday, taxing 
the sales of brokers in stocks and securities. 
Mr. VEDDER spoke of these brokers very 
unjustly as rich men who have established 
a monopoly in the business of dealing in 
stocks. Those whose business is merely 
that of brokers are not so rich as a class as 
those who deal in dry goods, and they have 
nomore of amonopoly. Their business is 
entirely legitimate, and serves a useful pur- 
pose in the community. Their sales are no 
more a proper subject of taxation than 
the sales of any other class of dealers. 
These sales are an incident, and an impor- 
tant one, in the vast complication of 
commercial and financial transactions of 
the country, and to put a special burden 
upon them is like putting a ligature upon 
one of the arteries through which the cur- 
rents of our business life are coursing. Its 
tendency is to check the freedom and activ- 
ity which are the source of our wealth, and 
it is in violation of the most elementary 
principles of taxation. But its intent is to 
obtain in some way, however clumsy or im- 
prudent, more revenue from the city for the 
support of the State, though at the cost of 
the very forces that make the wealth of the 
city and the State. The ultimate object 
aimed atis apparently the entire support of 
the State Government at the expense of the 
business which is concentrated upon New- 
York Bay, with incidental aid from Buffalo, 
Albany, and the other cities. 


ELECTION REFORM. 

At the meeting of the Commonwealth 
Club on Monday evening the discussion 
was resumed of the evils of the use of money 
in elections and the remedy for them. The 
facts brought out by Mr. Ivins at the last 
previous meeting were reinforced by Mr. J. 
B. BisHop, who gave a telling description 
of the kind of men whom the machine 
system produced, analyzing the legislative 
representation of this city for several years 
back, and that of the Board of Aldermen as 
well, and pointedly characterizing the dis- 
trict leaders of each of the principal 
machines. It is plain that the discussion 
has awakened a strong interest throughout 
the State, and for that matter the whole 
country. Mr. Ivins announced incidentally 
that more than 200 papers had taken part 
in the discussion within the past few weeks. 
They had almost uniformly admitted and 
condemned the bad features of our system as 
pointed out and had agreed in general with 
the suggestions as to remedies. No one ac- 
quainted with the common opinion of this 
city has failed to notice that there is more 
attention paid to this subject to-day than to 
any similar matter, in the absence of a 
definite political canvass, in years. On some 
accounts it is to be regretted that the bills 
embodying provisions for reform were not 
got into the Legislature at this session, but 
it is a subject that will bear study, and pub- 
lic opinion may be and ought to be stronger 
next Winter than it nowis. It will also be 
better informed. 

There has been a steady growth of intelli- 
gence on the general question of reform for 
the past six or seven years, and much more 
has been accomplished than appears on the 
surface. The assassination of President 
GARFIELD threw a strong light on the 
wretched spirit to which our politics had 
given rise, and the feeling thus awakened 
made possible the passage of the civil serv- 
ice law of 1883. That event carried with 
it to a great extent the passage of a like 
law for this State and for Massachusetts. 
These laws were essentially election laws in 
purpose and effect, though their action was 
jndirect. The chief evil at which they were 
aimed was not the bad service the spoils 
system produced—though that was quite 
serious enough to justify the laws—but the 
demoralization of politics that had be- 
come universal and so deep. seated 
that it was accepted as .a@ matter 
of course, by some as an inevitable 
evil, by others as natural and good in 
itself. The field occupied by these laws is a 
comparatively modest one. They embrace 
only about one in seven of the posts under 
the Federal Government, and, in practice, 
only a small part of the employments under 
the City Governments in this State. But 
they have this great merit. They fix a 
sound principle. They dotake certain offices 
“out of politics,” and out of the hands of 
the politicians, and give them to the people 
to whom they belong. They prove by 
their success, beyond all dispute or cavil, 
that there is a practical way of getting the 
best men for public work, without regard to 
the partisan relations of these men. 

Thatisalongstep. Itisa step in the right 
direction. If it had not been taken the im- 
pudent declaration of the Public Works 
Commissioner, CONNER, in Brooklyn, that it 
was nobody’s business how he conducted the 
affairs of his officeso long as the results were 
not complained of would not be regarded 
asitnowis. We have succeeded in discred- 
iting mercenary politics. We have brought 
the people to understand that the public 
service is their own; that they have a right 
to an honest and capable performance of it, 
and that the pretension that it belongs to 
party workers or party managers is both 
unfounded and disgraceful. This feeling is 
extending. It goes to the root of political 
corruption. It challenges ail the methods 
and purposes of the ‘‘machines.” It takes 
away the excuse that partisan leaders have 
for a monopoly of political management and 
activity. Once get the idea thoroughly into 
the public mind that party success must be 
the means to an end, not the end in itself; 
that it carries with it noclaim for those 
who secure the success to a cent from the 
public Treasury, and the ground is largely 
cleared for the abolition of the dishonest 
use of money in elections. 

We are not so sanguine as to suppose that 
any one set of measures will complete the 
reform. We understand that final triumph 
will depend upon the slow and sure growth 
of an enlightened public sentiment. But 
the growth of this sentiment is advanced 
by the persistent demonstration of the force 
and efficiency of the merit system in actual 

operation. It would be very greatly ad- 
vanced by a law making the corrupt usa of 
money in this city if not impossible very 
difficult. The Americans as a people do not 
like to be cheated and robbed when they 
can see the way to preventit. They are 
not very prompt in resenting such wrongs

unless they can be convinced that a sound 
remedy exists. When they do see that, 
however, they are sure, sooner or later, to 
apply it. The discussion now going on tends 
practically to bring them to this conviction. 
SFE NET ESET FSCS TET, 
THE BROOKLYN GAS BILL. 

Five weeks ago the Senate by a unani- 
mous vote passed a bill reducing tke price 
of gas in Brooklyn to $1 60 per thousand 
feet. Since that time this bill has been in 
the hands of the Assembly Committee on 
Cities. The committee’s excuse for failing. 
to report the bill has been, it is said, that 
there were other gas bills pending in the 
Senate, and that the committee desired to 
wait until all of them could be considered 
at one meeting. But this is the only 
bill providing for a _ reduction of 
the price in Brooklyn that the Sen- 
ate will send to the Assembly. The 
other bills provide for the creation of 
a State gas commission. It is well known 
that one of them could not be more satis- 
factory to the Brooklyn companies if 
their own officers had written it. The As- 
sembly committee’s excuse was weak. Some 
days ago Assemblyman HAMILTON gave 
notice that if the bill should not bereported 
on or before yesterday he would move that 
it be taken from the committee and consid- 
ered in Committee of the Whole. Last 
evening the committee, without waiting for 
the other bills, took up this bill, heard ar- 
guments concerning it, and decided that 
action should be taken upon it to-day. 

The billis a piece of belated legislation. 
The price of gas in Brooklyn should have 
been reduced last year, when the price 
in New-York was cut down to $1 25. 
A bill making a similar reduction in 
Brooklyn was passed almost unanimous- 
ly in the Assembly at that time, but 
it was smothered in the Senate by 
the exertions of Brooklyn Senators who 
misrepresented the people. One of them re- 
cently opposed in the Senate the bill now 
pending upon the ground that there were 
“other interests” besides those of the peo- 
ple to be considered, and showed that 
among those interests were his own, be- 
cause he owned $7,000 worth of Brooklyn 
gas stock. 

The price of gas in Brooklyn should not 
exceed the price in New-York. But while 
the rate in this city is only $1 25, in Brook- 
lyn it is $2. The company which practi- 
cally controls the entire business sells to 
three other companies for 76 cents a thou- 
sand the gas for which their patrons, as 
well as its own, must pay $2. It is well 
known that when it sells this gas 
at 76 cents it makes a good profit. 
Indeed, the cost of the gas is said to be 
only 43 cents. These facts alone are suffi- 
cient-to demolish all the arguments by 
means of which the companies have tried 
to defeat the bill. In fact, those arguments 
when sifted come to this—that the 700,000 
inhabitants of Brooklyn should be heavily 
and-unjustly taxed in order that these three 
companies, which make no gas, may be able 
to pay large profits not only to their stock- 
holders but also to the company that sells 
gas to them at 76 cents. But the three 
companies are only “dummies.” The case 
‘was so plain when the bill was before the 
Senate five weeks ago that no Senator could 
afford to vote against it. Even Senator 
WortTH felt constrained to vote in the 
affirmative, although his vote was accom- 
panied by the assertion that the supporters 
of the bill were hypocrites. The Assembly 
can hardly refuse to pass the measure if it 
shall be reported. The only objection that 
can be fairly urged against it is that it does 
not provide for a sufficient reduction. 


KAISER WILHEIMS BIRTHDAY. 

However gorgeous the pageants and fer- 
vent the panegyrics of yesterday’s celebra- 
tion in Berlin, they could hardly exaggerate 
the exceptional character of the event they 
commemorated. It is certainly extraordi- 
nary that the Emperor should have reached 
the full measure of ninety years in ab- 
solutely unimpaired clearness of mind, 
although during the last thirty years he has 
borne the full burdens of active rulership, 
carrying Prussia through three great wars, 
and at last accomplishing that German 
unity which had been the aspiration of 
centuries. 

Undoubtedly Emperor WILLIAM has been 
favored by a robust constitution, developed 
in camp life after the somewhat delicate 
health of his earlier years. Much also is due 
to his simple and frugal mode of life. But 
certainly one secret of his prolonged life 
during a career so full of exciting incidents 
is to be found in the equipoise coming from 
a singleness of aim so favored by the march 
of circumstances that these seemed to him 
to work for his benefit in an altogether 
providential way. In the largest sense, 
Emperor WILLIAM must be ranked on the 
mental side among commonplace men. 
Even in soldiership and statecraft—the 
only subjects in which he has shone 
at all—he cannot be called a gifted 
man; but he unquestionably has pos- 
sessed some of those potent elements of 
character which in all lands and ages have, 
aided by circumstance, supplied the lack of 
genius. A decided taste for the military 
art and avery simple theory of kingcraft 
have dominated his career; and probably 
the foreign wars and struggles with his 
Parliament which occurred between his 
sixtieth and his ninetieth year, instead of 
wearing him out with anxiety, furnished 
him with little more than a wholesome ex- 
citement. 

The earliest memories of the Emperor’s 
childhood were of Prussia’s humiliation at 
the hands of BONAPARTE, so that every 
step since then has been upward. To the 
man who had himself seen the first Napo- 
LEON overthrown the antics and the pre- 
tenses of the third could not have been 
alarming. His career as an officer in the 
Prussian Army dates back more than four- 
score years, to the 1st of January, 1807, 
only a few months after the fatal field of 
Jena. His service in actual battle goes 
back to 1814, when he distinguished him- 
self by gallantry under fire. The seven 
years intervening had been bitter ones in 
the humiliation they had brought to the 
King, his father, but the exile at Memel 
was well avenged generations later at 
Sedan and Versailles. 

The Emperor came honestly hy his ab- 


solutism 


in politics as a HoHENZOLLERN; 
but while hisfather’s and his elder brother’s 
weakness of will and instability had led 
them to promise constitutional reforms 
which they did not grant, the Prince of 
Prussia, even before he ascended the throne, 
was recognized to be an ardent defender of 
extreme royal prerogatives. It was his palace 
which the Berlin rioters selected for attack 
in 1848, and while the extremes to which 


the King’s Ministers subsequently went: 


stirred up his sense of justice to opposition, 
thus giving him by contrast the appear- 
ance of a moderate Liberal and a temporary 
popularity, yet his famous act of self- 
coronation, in token of his belief in 
the doctrine of divine right, removed 
any illusions as to his having changed 
his arbitrary views. His struggle with 
the Reichstag over the Army bill this very 
year is trivial compared with his contest 
with the Prussian Parliament on a precisely 
similar question in the very first year of his 
reign, when, also, the device resorted to 
was dissolution. But in the nick of time 
three successive brilliant wars of conquest 
against Denmark, Austria, and France 
saved his reign from being a mere series of 
domestic wrangles. Much was conceded to 
the King who had conquered at Sadowa and 
Sedan and to the Emperor under whom 
United Germany became a reality. 


It is difficult to conceive that after the 


disappearance of this great figure from the 


scene, followed, as he soon must be, by the: 


great Chancellor and great strategist to 
whom so much of his renown has been due, 
that Germany will remain politically the 
same. But whatever her changes, she can 
hardly fail to look back with affection, 
gratitude, and pride to this sincere, simple, 
resolute monarch under whom her greatness 
was achieved. 


The decision by the Court of Appeals in 
favor of the Kings County Elevated Rail- 
road Company is very important for Brook- 
lyn. It confirms beyond further question 
the corporate existence of that company, 
and puts it in a way to complete its au- 
thority to build a road on the line of 
Fulton-street. Those most familiar with 
the condition of the company say that it has 
ample means to go on with the work and to 
complete the road within the required 
time—the time consumed in contesting 
its rights not being counted under the 
decision. There is no doubt that a road 
on Fulton-street, running through the most 
populous and prosperous portion of the city, 
and giving the shortest and most direct 
access to the centre of the city and to the 
bridge, will be of great advantage to the 
city. Itis now reported that there will be 
no effective opposition from property hold- 
ers on the line of the street; there will 
certainly be none from those who really 
know their own interests. The sooner the 
road is built and running the better it will 
be for Brooklyn, and from its increased 
prosperity New-York will also gain largely. 


The time is at hand when work on the Fifth- 
avenue pavement may be resumed, and one 
of the first things that should be looked to is 
such defects as have been revealed in that 
already laid by the test of an unusually 
severe Winter. There are many places 
where such defects appear, but they are 
especially noticeable about manholes and 
sewer openings, where there is a perceptible 
sinking and displacement of blocks owing 


to the difficulty of packing the earth closely 4~ 


underneath them. All such places ought 
to be set right before the irregularities in- 
crease and disfigure the pavement still 
more. There are many places where open 
cracks between the blocks show that the 
gravel and pitch binding is not what it 
should be, and a closer inspection of the 
work hereafter ought to result in an im- 
provement over that of last year.

The electric light 
wires and telephone wires, breaking down un- 
der the weight of snow, became mixed, and the 
telephone service is rendered useless hy the 
burning out of instruments with tne strong 
current from light wires. A good part of the 
town will be in darkness to-night, and it will be 
10 days before the damage to the telephone 
service is repaired. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., March 22. — The 
snowstorm here to-day was the most severe of 
the season. Fully 12 inches of snow fell dur- 
ing the day, and nearly all the collieries in 
the region were compelled to suspend work in 
consequence. Trains were from half an hour to 
ein — behind time and all the mails were de- 
ayed. 


PORTLAND, Me., March 22.—The storm 
which has prevailed to-day has amounted to a 
blizzard. The wind has been strong and damp 
snow has fallen in considerable quantities. Many 
lumbermen fear that if rain sets in, as is very 
likely, much damage will be done to the lumber 
interests. Snow in the woods is from six to ten 
feet deep.

TO REFORM POLICE SERVICE. 





MRS. HOOKER’S VIEWS OF THE STA- 
TION OF THE FUTURE. 

Mrs. Isabella Beecher-Hooker read a pa- 
per on “ Police Reform” yesterday afternoon to 
a good-sized audience in the parlors of Mrs. E. 
B. Grannis, in East Twenty-second-street. It 
was the first of a designed series of lectures by 
Mrs. Hooker to “women who do not believe it 
to be their duty to vote.” ‘I want,” she said, 
“to persuade such women to open their parlors 


once a week for the study of great questions of 
public interest, that in the end men of position 
and education and great business ability 
may be induced to give some attention to 
practical politics. I want to inaugurate 
a national loyal league of men and women 
who are willing to adopt a _ badge 
with this motto from Thomas Jefferson: ‘The 
whole art of government consists inthe art of 
being honest.’ And the meetings of this league 
might easily become the ‘primary meeting’ of 
every voting district in the land, even before 
women are permitted to vote. Hence women 
who prefer to influence tbe votes of men rather 
than to work for their own enfranchisement are 
especially called upon to become intelligent and 
well informed upon all the important issues of 
the day. Itis with the design of inaugurating 
these meetings, modeled after the French con- 
versazione, that I am here to-day. At such meet- 
ings it is designed to treat of some public ques- 
tion by essay or lecture and afterward make it 
the subject of free and informal discussion.” 
‘Mrs. Hooker then took up the question for con- 
sideration at this inaugural meeting of the 
series, ‘‘ Police Reform.” She would have the 
headquarters centrally located, and from there 
the districts should radiate as nearly as prac- 
ticable in equal triangles with the apex at the 
centre. Assuming that the Superintendent were 
a woman, she would have an Assistant Superin- 
tendent—a man—in perfect physical and mental 
health, of experience in the regular army or 
volunteers, and trained to habits of obedience 
and command. The force should then be orga- 
nized of, first, matrons of stations; second, pa- 
trolmen; third, male and female super- 
numeraries; fourth,, monnted police, and fifth, 
detectives. The station should contain a 
number of small rooms furnished with iron bed- 
steads, the tick well filled with clean straw or 
hay, a table, chair, and mirror. The prisoner 
should be first fed if hungry; then treated to a 
warm bath with a ‘cool pour” established on 
hydropathic principles; then invested in clean, 
if not new, clothing. His meals should consist 
of oatmeal, corn cake, baked potatoes, baked 
beans, and the like, but not a particle of meat. 
His record should be taken and recorded in the 
police archives. He should then be compelled 
to wash and repair his clothing, if the clothing be 
capable of it. If not, it is to be destroyed by fire 
and the prisoner supplied with other. 

Employment of some character should be 
found for the prisoner. In cases of second of- 
fense the lecturer would recommend some se- 
vere form of punishment, but was not willing to 
advocate nor oppose the infliction of corporal 
Hema gaarre ae « Youthful miscreants should be 

ept entirely separate from the adults, and sep- 
arate apartments should be provided for females, 
The idea that restraint is imposed for reforma- 
tory rather than punitive purposes should al- 
way be borne in mind. 

Mrs. Hooker was attentively listened to, and 
made a perceptible impression upon her audi- 
ence. At the conclusion of the lecture Miss 
Owen, the daughter of Robert Dale Owen, com- 
mended the designs of the lecturer in a speech 
which was frequently applauded. She said that 
all permanent improvement must begin at the 
foundation of the social structure. The social 
organization which was based upon fear must 
be done away with and rebuilt upon a founda- 
tion of loving kindness, The correction of all 
the evils of the prevailing police system would 
bring on the millennium,and then no police would 
be needed. Nevertheless, the reform should be 
prosecuted—and should be pushed along the line 
of education—-by une philanthropy, self- 
denial, and consideration for others. The per- 
sonnel of the New-York force might be improved 
upon, although it is relatively good now. She 
once asked an officer the distance to a certain 
place and he replied: “ Well, mum, that depinds 
entirely upon wher yer cumin’ frum how far it 
is.” She might be called visionary, but she re- 
membered that allreforms had been inaugurat- 
ed by visionaries, and the visionaries of one 
century were the practical people of the next. 





EVIDENILY VERY WICKED. 
DR. JONES NOT ONLY ADVERTISED, BUT 
HE ELOPED. 


Dr. E. G. Jones, lately of Newark, N. J., 
has been doing violence to the ethics of his pro- 
fession for several years by advertising himself 
asa specialist in the cure of cancer and other 
diseases. A week ago Tuesday, as is believed, 
he violated more important ethics and incident- 


ally the proprieties by eloping with Jennie Gade, 
who had been his assistant for some months pre- 
viously. The doctor left behind him a number

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INGLIS STILL IN CUSTODY 


HE Is TAKEN FROM NEW- 
yorkK TO BROOKLYN. 
WORRIS FAILS TO IDENTIFY HIM AS 
BUSH, BUT THE RROOKLYN POLICE 

INSIST HE IS THEIR MAN. 

When Police Justice Kilbreth took his 
geaton the bench in the examination room at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday 
afternoon to continue the examination in the 
case of Peter J. Inglis, the young man who is 
charged with having on the morning of the 18th 
ult. shot at Patrolman Hicenbothem, at One 
Hundred and Seventy-second-street and Third- 
avenue, and who is also suspected of shooting 
at two policemen in Brooklyn, the court room 
was crowded with the friends of the 
prisoner. The Police Department was also well 
represented, for there were present Inspector 
Byrnes, Detective Sergeants Stephen O’Brien, 
James Rielly, Thomas 8. Adams, Richard King, 
and Charles O’Connor, Detective Brunner, 
Bergt. W. W. McLaughlin, and ex-Detective 
Rergeant Joe Dorcy. Justice O'Reilly and Dr. 
Hall, of the Third-Avenue Railroad Company, 
sat beside Justice Kilbreth. Assistant District 
Attorney A. D. Parker appeared for the people, 
and Counselor MoClelland looked after the in- 
terests of the prisoner. 

The first witness examined was William Nor- 
ris, the man whoze companion fired the shot at 
the police, and who had been brought down 
from Blackwell’s Island to identify Inglis, be- 
cause it was given out that Inglis had been ar- 
rested on a description given by him. Norris 
testified that on the night of his arrest he was in 
company with a man whom he knew as 
Frank Bush, and with whom he had 
been acquainted for five months. He gave 
the description of his companion as a youth 


of 20 years, of sandy complexion, whose ac- 
quaintance he made in a basement restaurant 
in the Bowery, where he sometimes took his 
meals. He said that his companion, Frank 
Bush, was a little taller than he, about 5 feet 8 
or 9 inches. Inglis is 5 feet 116% inches in 
beight. Norris said he would know his com- 

nion again if be saw him. He was ordered to 
ook through the room and seeif there was any 
person present who looked like the man. Inglis 
Was sitting among friends on the second bench 
within 20 feet and almost directly opposite the 
witness. Norris looked intently about him. It 
was an anxious moment for Inglis, but he stood 
the ordeal well. Norris turned to Judge Kil- 
breth and said: “That man is not here.” 

“T difn’t say he was,” remarked the Judge. 
- hye you to see if there is any person present 
who resembles him.” 

Norris then again looked through the room, 
but shook his head. “I don’t see anybody here 
who looks like him.” 

Then he continued his testimony, and said he 
zecompanied Frank Bush to Fordham, where he 
said that he had a sister living. 

Patrolman Hicenbothem was recalled and tes- 
tiled that the shooting occurred at about 1:25 
A. M. on the 18th ult. When he arrived at the 
station house with the prisoner, Norris, it was 
1:40 A. M. by the station house clock. 

John Conroy, who isacrayon artist and por- 
trait painter, and combines with that profession 
the occupation of a lamplighter, and lives at 59 
Henry-street, testified that he had known Inglis 
fora year and ahalf. Onthe night of Feb. 17 
Inglis came to his residence at 9:30 P. M., and 
remained there playing casino until 12:30. He 
fixed the date, as it was pay day, and he re- 
ceived his pay at the office of the Consolidated 
Gas Company in Hester-street. He on that 
day purchased an accordion and a pair of 
shoes. He fixed the hour at which 
Inglis left the house by an _ alarm 
clock he had in his room. The minute 
hand was broken off the clock, and it was difti- 
cult fora person not acquainted with this 

uliar feature of the clock to tell the time. 
Inglis asked him what time when the hour hand 
had passed the figure I. and 1t was then 12:30, 
and soon after Inglis left. Miss Mary Conroy, 
the aunt of the previous witness, corroborated 
her nephew’s statement in every particular. 
John H. Strohl, a dealer of musical instruments, 
190 Grand-street, from whom Conroy swore he 
had purchased the accordion, exhibited and 
showed that he had sold an accordion such as 
Seon by Conroy on the evening of the 17th 
ult. 

This closed the case for the defense and the

oner was a man of marked features and a mis- 
take was impossible. Then Justice Kilbreth re- 
called Hicenbothem and questioned him about 

former testimony. He said that he got no 
description of his companion from Norris, who 
told him that the man Frank Bush frequented 
the Globe Museum in the Bowery and lived 
somewhere in Forty-first-street. 

The magistrate consulted with Justice O’Reilly 
for a few moments. Then he said: ‘‘Iam satis- 
fied that this is a case of mistaken identity, andI 
therefore discharge the prisoner.” This announce- 
ment was received by Inglis’s friends with ap- 
plause, and they gathered about him and con- 
gratulated him. Half a dozen detectives formed 
® cordon about him, and Detective Sergeant 
Thomas Adams exhibited a warrant and again 
placed Inglis under arrest. Inspector Byrnes 
ordered the prisoner to be taken to his office, and 
he was hustled out of the courtroom. Inspector 
Byrnes was asked under what process Inglis was 
rearrested, but he refused to give any informa- 
tion. “‘I have nothing to say,” he curtly re- 
marked. Justice Kilbreth was more communi- 
cative. He told the reporters that Inspector 
Byrnes had told him that he had a’warrant from 
Brookiyn for Inglis’s arrest, but neither he nor 
Justice O’Reilly had been asked to indorse the 
Warrant. 

Three important witnesses went before the 
Kings County Grand Jury yesterday, and their 
testimony resulted in the finding of two indict- 
ments—one charging Peter J. Inglis with burg- 
larly and the other with attempted murder. 
The witnesses were Charles Rumpf, of 804 Jef- 
ferson-avenue, whose house Was robbed on the 
night of March 9, and Policemen Lowe and 
Hershaft, who chased the burglar and were fired 
upon by him. They have identified Inglis as 
their assailant, and they place no trust in his 
alleged alibi. When the indictments were hand- 
edupto Judge Moore District Attorney Ridg- 
way whispered that the men implicated were 
outof town, and that the disclosure of their 
identity would defeat the ends of justice. For 
that reason Judge Moore pigeonholed them, and, 
although he issued a bench warrant upon the 
strength of the indictments, he refused to give 
any information on the subject to the press. 

Secor ing these indictments was a third, 
in regard to which Judge Moore was still more 
reticent, and upon which he took no action. It 
was afterward stated that in this document 
a was charged with the murder of Lyman 
8. Weeks. When questioned District Attorney 

Ridgway was as silent asthe tomb. He admit- 
ted, however, that he and Superintendent Camp- 
bell were working on a clue the nature of which 
the public knows nothing about. Even the 
members of the Grand Jury are ignorant on the 
subject, and all the evidence of which the police 
are in ssession has not been presented to 
them. This clue consists of something which 
the murderer left behind him, and is regarded 
as a very strong piece of evidence to work upon. 

Another thing of which District Attorney Ridg- 
‘way is very positive is the falsity of Inglis’s 
alibi on the night Mr. Weeks was shot, when In- 
ay claims he was asleep in a Bowery saloon. 

athe had discovered the District Attorney 
naturally refused to divulge, but that it was 
something very big he very plainly intimated. 
Atalleventsit was of sufficient importance to 
induce Coroner Lindsay to adjourn the inquest 
for a week, 

Inglis arrived at Brooklyn Police Headquar- 
ters at 9:30 o’clock, in the company of De- 
tective Sergeants McGuire and Hickie, He was 
handcuffed and had a red handkerchief wrapped 
around his hands to hide the bracelets. He 
answered the usual questions about his age 
and physical condition. He said he came from 
ireland five-years ago. He is now 21 years 
old, He refused to see the reporters, but talked 
very freely to Inspector Reilly aud Detective 

wery. 

‘‘He looks you straight in the eye,” said the 
Jatter, “and he said he knew nothing about the 

umpf robbery or the shooting at officers Lowe 
and Hershaft. He was in Philadelphia at the 
time of these occurrences, and says he can prove 
it by his fellow-supers in the Margaret Mather 
company.

MRS. LANGTRY’s PLANS AS OUTLINED 
BY MR. BURY IRWIN DASENT. 

In one of the many letters on New-York 
matters written to Western papers an an- 
nouncement was recently made that Mrs. 
Langtry had given up Frederick Gebhard and 
Was about to marry Arthur Dasent, a New-York 
journalist. The correspondent’s story was told 
in this way: 

“There is social news to the effect that Mrs. 
Langtry has chosen aman to marry, or has let 
one choose her. Gebhard has been jilted, and 
Arthur Dasent is the new favorite. He isa tall, 
dark, good looking fellow, who cameto town 


a while ago from the South. He issomething of 
a literary character, and intended to go into 
journalism here. He had been here only a few 
days wher he was knocked down and run over 
by. @ street car. He was taken to St, Luke’s 

ospital, where it very soon became known that 
he and the Langtry were sweethearts. She or- 
dered flowers sent to him every morning, and as 
soon a8 her theatrical engagements brought herto 
town she visited him assiduously. [t seems 
that they had met six monthajago, became mutu- 
ally enamoured, and were just ready for betroth- 
al when the accident. by evolving her sympathy, 
brought the courtship to a speedy climax. She 
owns considerable property here in New-York, 
and means to settle down here,so far as her 
stage employment willpermit. She is to become 
Mrs. Dasent soon, and her husband is going to 
take a place on the Siar.” 

Mr. Dasent was seen at his home in the Pierre- 
pont House, Brooklyn, last evening. He said: 
“There is no truth in this story. To begin with, 
my name is not Arthur Dasent but Bury Irwin 
Dasent. The one item of fact is that when I 
was ill at St. Luke’s Hospital Mrs. Langtry came 
to see me, but she came precisely as any friend 
would have called. Her mother invariably 
came with her. Mrs. Langtry came out 
of the gvodness of her heart. That she 
is kind and sympathetic and thoughtful, 
even for those whom she may not know, 
but whose suffering may by chance be shown to 
her, is proved by the attentions she had her 
servants pay to the trench digger who was 
buried in a holein the street in front of her 
house one day last Fail. Itis also shown in the 
many beds she has endowed in England for sick 
children in homes and hospitals. Asto the ref- 
erence to Gebhard, I know that he has not been 
jilted. They will be married as soon as the legal 
impediments in England to such a marriage are 
removed, either by Mr. Langtry’s death or by a 
full divoree. I say this so that the story that 
Mrs. Langtry and I are to be married may be 
shown at once to be false.” 

Mrs. Langtry knew last evening what Mr. 
Dasent’s statement in the case was, and said 
that she was fully satisfied with it. Mrs, Lang- 
try was one of the first persons whom Mr. 
Dasent met when he came to New-York. Heis 
not a Southerner, as the correspondent wrote, 
but the son of an English army officer anda 
member of a family of rank in England. 
He has had a taste for literary work, 
and is busy now with a novel on modern 
society life. His stay in St. Luke’s Hospital was 
caused by the breaking of his right leg last De- 
cember by a fall on Fourth-avenue, near the 
Everett House. Mrs. Langtry’s visits to him at 
St. Luke’s were generally days of rejoicing 
among the patients. One of the doctors says 
that as she would enter and leave the sick pa- 
tients would almost leave their beds and the 
convalescents would flock to the corridors to see 
her pass by. 


INTERFERENCE RESENTED. 


SHOE MANUFACTURERS REFUSE TO DIS- 
CHARGE A WORKMAN. 

District Assembly No. 91, Knights of La- 
bor, has begun a fight against the firm of Hanan 
& Son, shoe manufacturers, at Centre and White 
streets, which bids fair to end as disastrously as 
most of the strikes started by the Knights lately. 
Hanan & Son hire their men without questioning 
them in regard to whether they are union men 
or not, but most of their workmen, of whom 
when business is prisk they employ between 500 
and 600, are supposed to be Knights of Labor. 


At all events there is in their factory a 
Grievance Committee, appointed by the men 
themselves to consider differences between the 
firm and the employes, every man of whichis a 
Knight. 

On March 16 three members of the Executive 
Board of District Assembly No. 91, headed by 
John E. Gill, demanded of the firm the discharge 
of a workman in the stock room named Dunphy 
who had refused to join the Knights. Mr. John 
H. Hanan referred the committee to the Griev- 
ance Committee in his own shop, but Gull de- 
clined to submit the matter in this manner, stat- 
ing that he did not recognize the Grievance 
Committee. Mr. Hanan then refused to dis- 
charge Dunphy, anda strike was ordered in the 
stock room. Seven or eight men obeyed the 
order, and the rest continued at their work. 

On Monday last Gill and his committee again 
visited the factory. Mr. Hanan took the pre- 
caution to have four witnesses and a ste- 
nographer present when he met the Knights, and 
every word of the interview was recorded to be 
used if necessary in the future action which the 
firm may take. Gill asked Mr. Hananif he had 
decided to obey the demand of the Knights. 

“What demand do you mean?” asked that gen- 
tleman, “that we shall discharge Dunphy be- 
cause he will not join your organization?” 

Gill glanced nervously at the stenographer 
and hesitated: Then he stammered, ‘*‘ Well, you 
know the demand we made.” 

“Ts it not that we shall make Dunphy join 
your order or discharge him?’ Mr. Hanan in- 
sisted. 

Again Gill hesitated, but, seeing that a cate- 
gorical answer must be made, finally answered, 
“Yes.” Mr. Hanan’s response to this was very 
prompt. ‘We refuse your demand,” he said, 
and, turning his back, walked into his private 
oftice. The Executive Board then ordered a 
strike throughout the shop. 

Business in the shop is dull just now, and but 
about 350 men were at work when the order 
was given. About 50 of these obeyed the com- 
mand and struck; 50 more were thus thrown out 
of work for want of material, and the other 250 
continued at their benches, ignoring the com- 
mittee’s order. An officer was guarding the door 
of the factory yesterday, but there was no at- 
tempt by the strikers to make any trouble. Mr. 
Hanan says he has plenty of men to do his work 
now, and can get all he wants. He has nothing 
against the Knights of Labor, but he does not pro- 
pose to be bulldozed by them, and he meana to 
run his business to suit himself. He pays the 
highest wages in the trade and his men have no 
cause of complaint. He proposes to fight the 
strike by ignoring the strikers unless they go 
too far and attemptto injure his business.

WORKING NIGHTS AND SUNDAYS. 
Since the reduction of the hours of labor 
of car drivers and conductors the bakers have 
been the hardest worked class of menin this 
city. They have been compelled to work for 16 
and 18 hours out of the 24, and have not been 


allowed any rest even on Sundays. They have 
made several attempts by strikes and otberwise 
to have their burdens lightened, and have been 
sae J successful for a time, but the boss bakers 

ave generally managed to return to the old sys- 
tem of long hours. 

The Executive Committee of the Journeymen 
Bakers’ National Union has at last adopted new 
means to effectareform. It has prevailed upon 
Senator M. C. Murphy to introduce a bill in the 
Legislature providing that the hours of labor 
constituting a day’s workin any bakery or any 
place where bread or other eatables are made 
shall not exceed 10, and that any employer per- 
mitting his employes to work longer hours in 
his bakery shall be guilty of misdemeanor. 
Senator Murphy also introduced an amendment 
to section 266 of the Penal Code making it a 
misdemeanor for any person to carry on or op- 
erate a bakery or to allow any work to be done 
there on Sunday.

OREDITORS IN SUSPENSE. 

THEY FEAR THE RESULT OF INVESTI- 
GATING LAWTON’S TRANSACTIONS. 

Yesterday passed without the appearance 
of any more creditors or notes against Walter 
E. Lawton, who absconded a week ago after 
having swindled everybody he could. Evidence 
accumulates, however, that he must long have 
been insolvent and that he squeezed his credit- 
ors harder than has yet appeared. 

The man’s fortune was rated by the most con- 
servative at $1,000,000, His business asso- 
ciates thought him worth at least $1,500,000. 
Besides his land on the Hackensack River, which 
he held for 20 years as a nestegg, and which was 
probably fairly worth $500,000, the title of which 


he transferred to a brick company which he 
organized for $950,000 in bonds and $500,000 
in stock—he had a one-third interest in the 


$2,000,000 capital of the Navassa Phosphate | 


Company, and was interested to a large extent, 
supposed to be at least $250,000, in the gas com- 
yany of Columbia, §. C.,in the Columbia Street 
Railroad Company, and in the Gate City Rail- 
road Company, of Atlanta. He owned property 
at Wilmington, Del., in Chelsea, Mass., and had 
$20,000 equity in his home at Spuyten Duyvil. 
Te was the organizer and real power m several 
fertilizing companies. Leaving the Hackensack 
River property out of account, his friends could 
easily figure up assets of $1,000,000. Yet he ap- 
pears to have run away to avoid the payment of 
promissory notes amounting to less than haif 
that sum. 

Creditors who have come to the surface are 
naturally anxious over this showing, and feel 
that a bomb may be thrown among them any 
day. Consequently, they are busily searching for 
Lawton’s property and filing attachments wher- 
ever they can find it. ‘‘Weare running a drag- 
net all over the country,” one of them said yes- 
terday. The creditors in this city shake their 
heads over the mortgages for $300,000 just filed 
against the New-Jersey property by the Navassa 
Company and John C. Grafflan. They can't 
understand why such mortgages should have 
been withheld from record for neariy three 
years, aud say it won’t do to explain it away by 
citing the confidence of the mortgagees in Law- 
ton. For their own protection the mortgagees 
shonld have filed them as a notice to possible 

urchasers or to lenders of money. Omission to 
do this leads the creditors to conclude that in 
any case the mortgages are worthless, the at- 
tachments taking priority if the transfer of 
eo iy 1 to the brick company should be held not 
valid. 

With almost equal susvicion the New-York 
creditors regurd Mr. Graftlan’s claim of $128,- 
000, which he says is his balance against Law- 
ton on open account. If the mortgages and this 
claim should stand, the demands of the Navassa 
Company and of Graffian will alone amount to 
$428,000. Complicated legal proceedings can 
only be expected from such a condition of af- 
fairs, for the New-York creditors will not con- 
tent themselves with whistling for their money 
if anything else is to be done. They plead in 
this connection that the attachments procured 
here are intended only to save banks and inno- 
cent persons into whose hands Lawton’s paper 
may have fallen, and that not a dollar is expect- 
ed for the pockets of those who have taken this 
action. Claims whose origin or ultimate pur- 
pose cannot bear the closest scrutiny will have a 
hard time in the tussle for a settlement. How 
soon that will come must depend on circum- 
stances. The drag-net will first be thoroughly 
worked, 

There is an Enghishmanin the city on whose 
account great anxiety is felt by himself and by 
the city creditors. He will not come to the 
front unlessnecessary. Just now he is trying to 
find out if Lawton involved him. His inquiries 
have extended in various directions, and so far 
he considers himself in luck, as he can find no 
evidence that he was betrayed. At Lawton’s 
office he said that Lawton worked himself into 
his confidence and secured from him a power of 
attorney to negotiate $800,000 in railroad bonds 
and $300,000 in water bonds. The Englishman 
holds the bonds yet, but he would like to know 
if Lawton pledged any or all of them for loans. 
Until time shall settle that question, the creditors 
will be on nettles for fear that the liabilities 
may be suddenly and greatly swelled by this 
special claim, to say nothing of the dread un- 
eertainty of the general outlook. 

Whenever the creditors get ready to act they 
will have to proceed in the State courts in every 
State in which attachments lie. At Lawton’s 
office it was said yesterday that the Ridgefield 
Chemicai Works, which have been managed by 
John Reed, Lawton’s stepson, would doubtless 
step quickly out of existence. Lawton is said to 
have caught Mr. Reed for $50,000 in bonds left 
to him by his mother, who was Lawton’s wife. 
This leaves Reed penniless and without re- 
sources. 

The Burk Oil and Chemical Conpany, of 27 
Water-street and at Chicago. has suspended pay- 
ment inconsequence, itis said, of its financial 
relations with Lawton. Thefcompany considered 
this course advisable, as in the present condition 
of affairs it was impossible to know just how 
deeply it was involved. Lawton realized con- 
siderable money on the company’s paper, which 
he got discounted, and some of these notes are 
now coming due. The company was incorpor- 
ated March 8, 1886, with an authorized capital of 
£30,000, and succeeded to the business of H. R. 
Burk & Co., which was the manufacture of oils, 
chewicals, greases, and guauos. Mr, Burk be- 
came the President and M. B. Sneirly, Treasurer. 
The company did a good business, andin the 
first five months of its existance claimed to have 
made over $12,000. 

The Long Island Pressing Company, of 4 
Cedar-street and of Brooklyn, has suspended 
payment pending the investigation as to what 
extent it was involved by the flight of Lawton, 
who held the company’s notes for a large 
amount and appropriated the proceeds. The 
company obtained an attachment last week 
against Mr. Lawton’s property for $115,118, the 
amount of the promissory notes Lawton used, 
Outside of these notes the company, itis said, 
owes very little. The company was incorporat- 
ed in October, 1884, with a capital of $25,000, 
to preserve pork and beef and to manufacture 
lard, tallow, and a high grade of ammoniates. 
Harry E. Sanford was the President.

NEW TRANSIT FACILITIES. 
PLANS PRESENTED AT A MEETING OF 
THE COMMISSIONERS. 

EK. Ellery Anderson, H. K, Thurber, and 
Walter Stanton, three of the five Rapid Transit 
Commissioners appointed by Mayor Hewitt, held 
their first public meeting yesterday at 34 Nas- 
sau-street. Burton N. Harrison, representing 
the Metropolitan Transit Company; Julien T. 
Davies, for the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company; Robert Bliss and Lawson N. Fuller 
were present, among others. 


Mr. Davies said that the first question before 


the Commissioners was whether they would de- 
termine upon a general proposition fora steam 
railway or railways within the city and county of 
New-York. Mr. Davies spoke of the inadequate 
means of transportation and the special needs 
ot special localities. He called attention to the 
fact that 50 reputable citizens had made a peti- 
tion to the Mayor on the subject. Was that not, 
he asked, sufficient evidence that a steam rail- 
way was needed, 

Burton N. Harrison said that no discussion was 
complete unless Lawson N. Fuller were heard 
from. Mr. Fuller said he trusted that the Com- 
missioners would not come to any conclusion 
until they had taken a ride on the elevated road 
from the Battery toOne Hundred and Fifty-fifth- 
street and on the Third-avenue road. The 
other day in four cars which could accommo- 
date 192 people, he had counted 452 In- 
creased meaus were evidently needed. 

H. K. Thurber then offered a resolution which 
was adopted, to the effect that a steam railway 
orrailways were needed in the city of New- 
York to carry passengers and freight. Mr. 
Davies offered a map showing the routes pro- 
posed. The route on the west side begins at the 
present station of the New-York Elevated 
Road at the junction of Greenwich-street and 
Battery-place. Thence it turns to West-street 
on Battery-place, and runs north along West- 
street to the junction of Christopher and West. 
Then it joins the Metropolitan line at the inter- 
section of Christopher-street, Greenwich-av- 
enue, and Sixth-avenue. On the east side the 
route begins at South Ferry, runs along South 
to Market street, to Division-street, to the pres- 
ent structure, Provision is also made for a 


‘branch leaving the new line at Market-street 


and running through some private propert 

across the intervening streets to join the Second- 
avenue structure in Division-street at its 
junction with Allen-street. Robert Bliss said 
that the commission was especially prohibited 
from establishing a railway upon West street 


north of Morris, and the meeting adjourned 
until Thursday. 
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PERSECUTED BY KNIGHTS. 
THEY DECIDE THAT A MAN SHALL HAVE 
NO CHANCE TO EARN A LIVING. 

Odber M. Hartt was formerly Superintend- 
ent for Gardiner & Estes, the shoe manufactur- 
ers of Ninth-avenue and Fourteenth-street, 
who, last December, discharged F. W. Potter, a 
burnisher, charged with dishonesty. Hartt was 
sacrificed by the firm to conciliate the Executive 
rommittee of District Assembly No. 91, Knights 
of Labor, and now he has been pursued to an- 
other city and prevented from earning a living. 
The Knights promised the firm that they would 


not interfere with Mr. Hartt any further, but 
they have acted as if they wished to make it 
impossible for him to work at his trade in any 
part of the United States. 

On March 1 Mr. Hartt secured a place as fore- 
man in Hess Brothers’ shoe factory in Baltimore. 
The day after his arrival a strike was ordered in 
the shop by Assembly No, 91. ‘The workmen said 
they had no grievance against the firm, but No. 
9lhad declared that they could notwork with 
Hartt, and that settled it. Thefirm would have 
been ready enough to fight their own employes 
on such an absurd pretext, but could notafford to 
attack single-handed all the organized shoe- 
makers of the country. So Mr. Hartt had to go 
asecond time,and was advised that his best 
remedy was to sue the Executive Cemmittee of 
No. 91 for conspiracy. 

This action he has just taken. John E. Gill 
and John Foster, of the Executive Committee, 
were arrested yesterday morning at 475 Pearl- 
street, where they were in council engineering 
another strike, and taken to the Tombs. They 
were put under $500 bail each by Justice Smith, 
and Robert Ford, a nephew of Patrick Ford, 
was their bondsman. Their examination was 
set down for April 4, at the Yorkville Police 
Court. Louis F. Post, who appeared forthe mem- 
vers of the committee, promised to produce the 
other members—John Mobley, John Campbell, 
and James McDonald, at the time specified. Mr. 
Hartt’s salary from Gardiner & Estes still goes 
on, as the firm does not consider that there was 
any just reason for his discharge. 

Mr. Hartt denies that he is opposed to the 
Knights of Labor. He simply could not allow 
Potter’s dishonesty to pass unnoticed. He in- 
tends to test whether a man can be prevented 
from living in any part of this broad country by 
the caprice of a labor organization. It was said 
by some of the members of Assembly No. 91 that 
this suit had been brought to compel the 400 em- 
ployes of Hanan & Co,’s factory, at White and 
Centre streets, who have just struck, to return to 
work,

WANTS HIS CHILD AGAIN. 

Alexis P. Caraman, a cook, and Miss 
Agnes Murpby, a sister of William J. Murphy, a 
Democratic politician in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, are engaged in a legal dispute over the 
possession of a little 4-year-old girl, Caraman’s 
daughter. It appears that he was married at 


Washington in 1879, andin 1882 the daughter, 
Alice Ila, was born. His wife was a housemaid. 
They came to this city, andhe became acquaint- 
ed with tae Murphys, who were neighborly and 
very kind to the wife, who wasindelicate health. 
In 1885 Mrs. Caraman went with her daughter 
to Bridgeport, Conn., and the mother dying in 
August of that year the daughter remained in 
the father’s care until he was sentenced at 
Providence, R. L, to prison for 100 days 
for assault. Pending his incarceration he 
entreated the Murphys to take charge of his 
child and they did so. Afterward they declined 
to give her up, having a very tender regard for 
the child and claiming that the father was not a 
proper person to rear her. Unable to change 
their determination, Caraman began suit by ob- 
taining a writ of habeas corpus from Judge Bar- 
rett. 

The matter has been heard by Mr. Thomas P.

The 
bulk of the testimony was with reference to 
Caraman’scharacter. Heestablished that he was 
working steadily as foreman in a furrier’s es- 
tablishment in this city, and was able tu main- 
tain both himself and his child in comfort.

TRESCOTTS TWO LETTERS 


FRAUD CHARGED AGAINST THR 
ALLEGED WRITER. 

THE BOOKKEEPER ACCUSES HIM OF 
ROBBING HIS EMPLOYERS AND SHOWS 
SOME CURIOUS CORRESPONDENCE. 

Charles B, Trescott, of 60 West Thirty- 
eighth-street, is held in Ludlow-Street Jail, in 
default of bail, on a suit for fraud involving be- 
tween $1,800 and $1,900. The actionis brought 
in the Supreme Court by the Springfield Silk 

Mills Company, of 63 Walker-street, this city. 

Walter E. Powers, resident managing agent and 

director of the Massachusetts corporation, states 

that Trescott, since 1884, was employed to sell 
goods and collect money, and alleges that he 
sold a bill of $1,100 to the Corriveau Silk Mills 


Company, of Montreal, and misappropriated 


225 collected on the account. Mr. Powers al- 


leges that Trescott embezzled other collections, 
with the aid of Bookkeeper Harry 8. Robinson. 
Robinson makes affidavit that, in 1885, goods 
worth $1,110 were shipped to D. Armstrong & 
Co., of Rochester, and, by direction of Trescott, 


not charged on the books, The sum of $809 14 
was received by Tresco.t on this account and 
not entered on the books. Robinson thinks Tres- 
cott received the balance of the account also. 
‘In January last,” continnes Robinson, ‘* Tres- 
cott told me to ship Armstrong & Co. and A. J. 
Johnson & Co., of Rochester, goods, but not to 
charge them. He told me he would collect from 
Armstrong & Co. and keep the money. He asked 
me to apply abont $100 received from Johnson 
& Co. on Armstrong & Co.'s account and the 
balance, about $100, on a ticket for 
money [had drawn but charged on the books. 
In Chicago, last July, John G. Mead,* the Chi- 
cago agent, told me that he gave Trescott $700. 
I knew this had not been reported to the com- 
pany. While there, Trescott telegraphed that 
he had sent checks to cover the amount. The 
checks were to enable Mead to balance his ac- 
counts. Mead told me not to say anything 
about the checks. I know of no reason for these 
acts unless it was to deceive the Treasurer of 
the company.” 

Robinson supplements his affidavit with the 
following peculiar letters: 


I. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29, 1887. 
FRIEND HENRY: I wrote you to destroy any legal 
notices that come from Chicago. I asked our attor- 
ney about that matter. and he says it is all right; no 
harm init.

DESCARTES AND CARTESIANISM 


HOUSTORY OF MODERN PHILOSOPHY. By 
Kuno FISCHER. DESCARTES AND HIS 
SCHOOL. Translated from the third and re- 
vised German edition. By J. P. Gorpy, Ph. D., 
Professor of Pedagogics in Ohio University.

The present volume is one of more than 
ordinary interest. Notwithstanding it is 
devoted to a subject hardly to be called 
popular, and treats of a system of philos- 
ophy two and a half centuries old, yet it ap- 
peals to thoughtful men and deais afresh 
with a man of great genius, who has left 
his mark on the thought of his own age 
and is by no means forgotten in the onward 
progress of science and philosophy. The 
writer of this book shows himself to be ad- 
mirably fitted for the task he has under- 
taken. Dr. Porter rates him very high- 
ly. Fischer, he says, “is uniformly 


clear, spirited, and exhaustive. He 
is also popular in the_ best sense 
of the term, being neither technical 
nor abstract beyond the necessities im- 
posed by his theme, and connecting with 
the me gn ge and masterly discussion of 
schools and opinions as much of personal 
and general historic interest as could be ex- 

ected or desired. For these reasons his 

istory is, perhaps, more readable than any 
other, Rs | is uniformly confessed by com- 
petent critics, whether friendly or_other- 
wise, to be eminently attractive and excit- 
ing to the general student.” We are of 
opinion that Dr. Porter’s statement will 

_ agreed to by all those who ex- 

amine the present volume and master 
its contents. The volume is complete 
as far as it goes, i. ¢., it does not cover the 
entire ground of ‘* Descartes and his School,” 
seeing that it includes with the founder 
only Genlinex and Malebranche. The pub- 
lishers propose to bring out asecond vol- 
ume, which shall give an account of Spinoza 
and his writings and system, a much-needed 
addition, which we shall look for atan early 
day, and welcome when it appears. 

uno Fischer prefixes to his work a gen- 

eral “ Introduction tothe History of Modern 
Philosophy.” This is very full (162 pages 
and instructive, so much so as to possess 0 
itself an independent interest. First he 
es for consideration the ‘‘ History of 
hilosophy” asscience. Then he goes on to 
give an account of the course of develop- 
mentof Greek philosophy, of Christianity 
and the church, of the philosophy of the 
Middle Ages, of the period of the Renais- 
sance, of the period of the Reformation, 
and of the course of development of 
modern philosophy. The bare mention 
of the titles of these chapters is sug- 
gestive to a high degree, and we venture 
to assure the student or reader that he will 
be fully repaid by a careful examination of 
this In uction. Having thus clearly in- 
dicated that the history of the School of 
Descartes holds relations to the forms of 
modern speculation closer than is commonly 
sup ischer enters wvon the work in 
hand. It might be called without impro- 
priety a snemcerane on the life and writings 
of Descartes, there being less than 100 pages 
occupied with Genlinex and Malebranche, 
two eminent Cartesians of the seventeenth 
century. . : f : 
The narrative Which the writer gives 
of the life and career of René Descartes 
abounds in points of interest to the reader. 
He was born in La Haye, March 31, 1596, 
and belonged to a wealthy old French fam- 
ily of Touraine. Showing great aptitude 
for learning, though weak in body, he ad- 
vanced rapidly in a Jesuit school, which he 
left at the age of 17. Unable to satisfy 
himself in the philosophical course as then 
studied, because he could not attain in 
philosophy the certainty which he found 
in mathematics, especially in geometry, 
there soon after loomed up ar 
before him the problem to whic 
he gave his entire life, viz., ‘the 
fundamental reformation of the sciences by 
means of a new method based on the anal- 
ogy of mathematics.” On leaving school 
he entered into the world of his day, as be- 
came his social position. He took military 
service under Prince William of Nassau and 
under the famous Tilly in Germany, and 
subsequently, after traveling largely, he 
returned again to Paris, Meanwhile, his 
life problem, as he felt it, was ever in his 
memory, and during a period of solitude in 
Neuberg an “inner crisis,” as Fischer terms 
it,occurred. The eopiom, as skeptical as it 
was mathematical, had gradually taken 
shape in his mind, and the solution of it 
became united with the inmost aim of his 
life. ‘‘ Philosophy lay before him like a 
dark chaos; mathematics shone upon him 
trom a perfectly clear sky. If one could 
anly let this light into the chaos! But how 
is it possible? On this question the mind 
of Descartes wasconcentrated.” Taking up 
his residence in Holland, he spent the next 
20 years of his life in prosecution of the 
work which he wus anxious to com- 
plete. Overpersuaded by the Queen 
of Sweden, who fancied studying phi- 
losophy with him, he went to Stockholm, 
where he received the highest honor and 
attention; but the severity of the climate 
proved too much for his delicate state of 
health, and after a few months stay he died 
there, Feb. 11, 1650, not yet 54 years old. 
The particulars are worth looking into, and 
are given quite at large by the writer. 
her next furnishes a full and clear 
statement of the doctrines and teachings of 
Dese in which are set forth the new 
method o asap ee introduced by him 
the beginning of philosophy in met odical 
doubt, the — le of certainty and the 
problem of knowledge, proofs of the exist- 
ence of God, and the certainty of self and 
the certainty of God. In what follows 
these we have Descartes’s views as to the 
origin of error being the fault of the will 
and the wish for truth on man’s part; also, 
the cpyesision between soul and body, and 
the philosophy of nature in the substantiali- 
ty and attributes of things. He goes on to 
apply the mathematical as well as the 
mechanical principle of the explanation of 
nature. This part of the discussion is 
wom interesting and instructive, as 
showing Descartes in the light of a natural 
philosopher, dealing with hard questions, 
some of which are not yet by any means 
settled. Fischer gives two chapters to “ the 
frst critical test” applied to the new system, 
with “objections and replies by Descartes,” 
together with “a critical examination of 
the system,” and a notice of ‘‘ new problems 
and their solutions.” Into these we cannot 
here enter. The last hundred pages of 
the volume are occupied with the ‘‘de- 
velopment and modification of the doctrine 
of Descartes.” Under this head Fischer 
describes Cartesianism as it became devel- 
oped in the Netherlands and in France, and 
gives a chapter to Arnold Geulincx’s life 
and special doctrine of “ occasionalism.” 
The remaining four chapters of the volume 
treat of the life and work of Malebranche, 
the famous Cartesian of “the Oratory,” the 
minan whose paneicistic tendencies are un- 
deniable, and of whom Cousin says: *‘ Male- 
branche was, with Spinoza, the greatest 
disciple of Descartes; he was in a literal 
sense the Christian Spinoza.” 

It would be easy to lengthen this review by 
enlarging upon details of the philosophical 
system of Descartes, and pointing out vari- 
ous services which he rendered to science. 
In mathematics, analytical geometry owes 
its origin to him; in physical science he 
contributed much to the doctrine of the re- 
fraction of light, the explanation of the 
rainbow, and the determination of the 
weight of the air; and he also worked with 
success in the department of anatomy. 
But we must content ourselves with sim- 
ply alluding to these at this time. We may, 

owever, in conclusion, quote an interesting 
passage relative to the conflict between 
the church and science, as illustrated b 
Galileo’s trial and condemnation. and this 
all the more because Fischer seeks to cor- 
rect some popular errors in vogue as to 
Galileo. The philosopher in 1613 first pub- 
liely declared his belief in the Copernican 
doctrine and became an object of sus- 
—_ to the Inquisition. The theologians, 

y command of the Pope. examined and re- 
jected the doctrine, and Galileo was admon- 
ished to abandon it in 1616. This he did, 
and all action against him ceased for a 
time. As a mathematical hypothesis the 
Copernican theory was tolerated, and in 

632 Galileo published a dialogue concern- 

ng the two systems, the Ptolemaic and the 

opernican, the strength of the argument 

being on the side of the latter. This was 
we much to be endured, and his condemna-

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OAKLEY HITTING BACK 


RESENTING THE ATIEMPT TO 
DISOIPLINE HIM. 
PRESIDENT BEEKMAN’S GAVEL AND THE 
ALDERMAN’S TONGUE FIGHT TO A 

FINISH WITHOUT GLOVES. 

The slim and sleek Patrick Napper Tandy 
Dakley, from the Third Assembly District, and 
the big and burly Gustav Kaiser Menninger, 
from the Sixth Assembly District, succeeded in 
making yesterday’s mecting of the Common 
Conncil about as interesting a one as has been 
held in recent years. The two statesmen from 
lower wards had left the preceding meeting of 
the board without being excused, and President 
Beekman had caused a resolution to be adopted 
arraiguing them for contempt. They evidently 
bad it “in” for Mr. Beekman for the course pur- 
sued by him, and they took the carliest oppor- 
tunity to strike back.

“IT waut to show you now, Mr. President,” 
huried back Mr. Oakley. “The jourpal will 
ehow that you introduced such a resolution, and 
J have a right to explain myself before the 
house, and by—” 

The President took a fresh startin pounding 
hisdesk. He desisted when hesaw that Alderman 
Van Rensselaer desired to speak. The latter 
asked that the resolution of Mr. Beekman’s, 
Girested at Mr. Oakley and Mr. Menninger, 
and adepted at the preceding meeting, be read 
‘or the infarmation of the members. The reso- 
fuon was accordingly fished out of the files and 
read. 

“7 now,” exclaimed the President, “ call upon 
the Aldermen in question to answer to the reso- 
ution.” 

Alderman Oakley was noisy, but somewhat 
incoherent in his answer to this challenge, “I 
desire to say,” he remarked, * that the resolu-

Bang! bang! bang! went the President’s gavel 
as he ordered Mr. Oakley to take his seat.

Alderman Oakiey then proceeded in a milder 
tone of voice to explain that he intended no dis- 
respect by quitting the chamber when the board 
Was in session. He had received a telegram that

ad evideutly been anxiously awaiting a chance 
to have his “inning.” After saying that he did 
not feel that he had done anything wrong he 
astonished his colleagues by remarking that he 
did not think it was “ right, by Gott, to listen to 
such long speeches” as were being constantly 
made by some members of the buard. “If you 
gentlemen mean business,” he shouted with all 
the power of his lungs, “ let us get right down 
to business, [don’t see the use of so much talk- 
ing here.

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DOLAN’S DEATH EXPLAINED. 


HIS FATAL MISTAKE OF ASCENDING TO 
THE WRONG STATION. 

How Patrick H. Dolan, local contracting 
agent of the Producers’ Marble Company of 
Rutland, Vt., came to be run over and fright- 
fully mutilated by a Third-avenue clevated 
train at the Nintb-street station at 2:30 o'clock 
on the morning of March 18 has probably been 
revealed by the investigation which the case has 
received. At any rate, the theory advanced by 


Capt. McCullagh, of the Fourteenth Police Pre- 
cinct, in which the accident happened, seems 
plausible and consistent with the facts. 

‘*My idea of the accident," said he last evening, 
“jis that Mr. Dolan, after leaving his friends at 
the Hotel St. George, approached the down-town 
station of the railroad from Broadway, and 
while intending to go up town to his home, made 
the common mistake of ascending to the wrong 
platform. Discovering his error when he got 
there, he debated a moment whether to return 
to the street and reach the opposite platform by 
the regular way or violate the rules of the com- 
pany by crossing the tracks. While cogitating 
on the question he saw or heard a north-bound 
train approaching, and the discovery turned 
Lis mind to the fata! conclusion. He went hur- 
riedly to the south end of the platform, climbed 
down on the tracks, and crossed over to the 
south end of the up-town station platform. 
Time was precious, for the approaching train 
was nearat hand and his movements were ne- 
cessarily incautious. In scrambling upon the 
platform he took hold of an ash can which stood 
nearthe edge. His weight pulled it over and he 
fell with it to the east track. Before he conld 
recover the engine wheels bad done their work. 

“Now mind,” said the Captain, this only is 
my theory. IT base iton the fact that while 
noboay saw DPolan crossing the tracks, the 
porter of the down-town station met the unfort- 
unate man coming up thestairs, Further than 
this, Clancy, the gatekeeper of the up-town 
station, is positive nubody of Dolan’s description 
passed the box that night. The ticket seller at 
this station also says he did not sell a ticket to 
auybodys like the man who was killed. On the 
other hand the gutekeeper of the down-town 
station remembers when Dolan passed the box. 
This theory looks reasonable and I think it 
solves the mystery.” 

On the night of the accident a man who gave 
the name of John C. Waters, and said he lived at 
419 East Fifteenth-street, made a very clear 
statement to the police. He said that he found 
a man answering to the description of Dolan in- 
toxicated at the foot of the up-town platform 
stairs and helped him to the ticket office, On 
the strength of his statement the rumor was 
started that Mr. Dolan was drunk that night 
and fell off the platform. It has since been 
learned that Waters was mistaken. The man he 
helped up atairs is not known, but the time was, 
according to Mr. J. F. Bingham, of the elevated 
railroad company, who has been investigating 
the case, an hour or so after the accident. 

The obloquy attached to the memory of Pat- 
rick H. Dolan by the story of Waters caused 
many of his friends to meet in the Hotel St. 
George yesterday afternoon and not only de- 
plore his loss, but testify to his reputation for 
sobriety, his business capacity, domestic virt- 
ues. and general excellence as a man and citi- 
zen. The family have no intention of bringing 
an action for damages against the railway com- 
pany, aud tha friends were so informed by a rep- 
resentative of the Producers’ Marble Company. 

When the remains of Mr. Dolan were removed 
to the police station nothing was foundin his 
clothing pee gon a@pass on the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Railroad Company, a knife, and a 
pocketbook contaming 82 cents. His friends 
say he had a watch and chain, a lot of elevated 
1ailroad tickets, and a considerable sum of 
money just before the accident, and suspect 
thievery. Nocomplaint has been made to the 
police.

Your correspondent’s inquiry concerning the 
“Nova Cmsarea’” cent will probably resuscitate 
many coins of the latter type, as has happened in the 
Fugio case. Almost every amateur collector in 
numismatics can easily citeexamples of these and 
hundreds of pieces in his own possession, ‘Their 
history is very simple. They represent the period 
immediately preceding the adoption of the Conustitu- 
tion and the beginning of the national coinage to 
take the place of the depreciated paper currency of 
the Revolution, which has continued tillnow. The 
popular error is in cailing them “colonial” coins. 
The parties to the articles of confederation were al- 
ready dignified by the name of States, with lo- 
cal monetary powers remainin to them from 
the war times. The need of a substitute for hated 
English cojnage, with its royal imprimatur, and for 
half-value paper money led to the use of “State’’ 
cents experimentally and for convenience, while 
the Continental bills were used for larger payments. 
Hence the country was flooded with large coppers, 
whose comparative scarcity is due to the gradual 
disappearance of the large pennies, discontinued in 
1867, among which they were often found. Connec- 
ticut and Vermont ledin the movement, the latter 
with two pieces, one of which represents her as the 
fourteenth star of Union (she became independent 
in 1777.) Then came New-Jersey (‘‘ Nova Cesarea,’’) 
and Massachusetts, while New-York is commonly 
supposed to have been represented by the “ Fugio” 
centalready described, as well as by her own “‘ Nova 
Eborcw” one. The variations on these were 
numerous. Besides the forms mentioned 
there was the “Nova _  Constellatio’ cent 
of three varieties, and the Washington and 
Independence cent, &c. Of still rarer interest are 
the ante-bellum and real * colonial” pieces, such as 
the Massachusetts silver pine tree shilling, the Mary- 
land one, the Louisiana and Carolina copper and 
brass cents, and, finally, the beautiful halfpenny of 
1778, whose fine workmanship and head of George 
III. assuredly proves the origin from the other side, 
TYhe establishment of the Philadelphia Mint in 1792, 
as well as the act of Union, led to the systematic 
gradation of the present coin series. Both the num- 
ber of counterfeits in existence and the increasin 
disappearance of the genuine examples of our old 
coape make them objects of growing interest and 
value.
